I've met a lot of my friends in the punk 
scene by mail, and on the rare chances I get to 
meet these punks face to face I always seem to 
get the same reaction: "What's up with the hair, 
bro?". Admittedly, I don't really look at all like a 
punk rocker. I recently met a few of Athena's 
colleagues from the high school where she 
teaches and they had the same kind of reaction: 
"He looks like he should be playing folk music, 
not punk rock". Ouch, that one hurt. Well, here's 
the story so once and for all you can all just go 
about worrying about your own hairstyles. 

When I was 12, my parents divorced and I 
stayed to live with my mother in a huge two 
story plywood house in a cardboard suburb up 
here in Northern California. Being a single, 
working mother and buried under the financial 
strains and hard work it takes to raise a kid by 
oneself, a few things had to be neglected so 
more important things such as putting food on 
the table and making sure the car was 
operational so she could get to work and back 
everyday took precedence. One of these things 
was haircuts. About a year would go by and my 
mom would notice my hair was getting pretty 
long. She'd give me a few bucks and send me off 
to Supercuts, or some other pre-fab hair "style" 
place that inhabited most strip malls back in 
the late ‘70s/early ‘80s. 

Being the only long-haired boy in the suburb 
was pretty cool until the neighbors started to not 
allow their kids to play with me and it wasn’t 
until later I find out the reason: they considered 
my mother a bad parent who lost her husband 
and neglected her child by letting him run 
around with that wild long hair, and they'll be 
damned if they were going to let their children 
hang around with such a disgrace to the 
neighborhood. By the time I was ready to enter 
high school, I barely had any friends at all. 


That summer , before my first year in 
high school, my mom gave me my yearly five 
bucks to go to Supercuts and get a haircut. I 
promptly went to the pizza parlor and spent 
the money on video games (I was addicted to 
Missile Command) and a $5 Iron Maiden 
"Killers" shirt from the Heavy Metal shop at 
the mall. I loved metal when I was 13 and 
had collected quite an extensive array of 
metal cassette tapes by then. And with the 
help of those lame "music clubs" I could get 
10 tapes for a penny by just writing in the 
names of boarders who had rented the 
upstairs bedroom from my mom when we 
needed some extra cash. Sure enough, 10 
tapes would show up every other week until I 
ran out of names!!! Metal was my life (this 
was 1982) and all my metal heroes from 
Maiden to Priest to Sabbath and Ozzy all had 
cool long hair, and from now on, so was I!!! 

I returned home from my video game 
binge to a hellstorm of my mother’s fury but 
after a good evening’s worth of rage she was 
finally resigned to the fact that her son had 
no interests in haircuts anymore. Being a 
supportive parent, she let me do my thing 
and be myself and I loved her for that. Little 
did I know how that decision would torture 
me for the next two years. 

I entered high school with my interest in 
school already dwindled down to nothing, still 
no friends and hair down to the center of my 
back. Not a very good situation for a kid in a 
new school. Harassment started from day one. 
Jocks would start the name-calling ("Hippy", 
"Freak", etc.) immediately and as the first 
part of the semester wore on it would escalate 
into physical intimidation. I would get 
knocked down and then have my books thrown 
all over the "Quad" (the school centerpiece 
where the seniors and jocks would 
congregate). Not being a dumb kid, I started 
avoiding the "Quad" at lunch by making a bee¬ 
line straight to the library where I knew I 
could kick back without fear of harassment. I 
would hide in there everyday, always looking 
over my shoulder for the next ass kicking. 
After that semester I was put into a new 
history class, Military History. I ran from the 
library after lunch to the first day of my 
Military History class and walked in the door 
to find half the class was made up of seniors 
and jocks... what did I do to deserve this? 

I was under constant mental torture for 
the rest of the year. The jocks had their 
girlfriends or friends constantly yank on my 
hair from behind during class. If I turned 
around or made any attempt to discourage 
this they sent me notes threatening death, 
beatings and numerous other punishments. 
Pictures depicting me (a long haired stick 
figure) hanging from a tree or having a 
textbook shoved down my throat were given 
to me every day. 


This continued all year until thankfully 
summer came, but the harassment did not 
end. Two of the jocks had moved into my 
neighborhood and had somehow gotten my 
telephone number. They would rain prank 
calls on my house everyday. Embarrassed, I 
asked my mom if I could have a phone for my 
room. Not that I had anyone to call, but I 
didn’t want her to know about the prank calls 
and the daily harassment I was enduring. She 
would tell her friends about how our phone 
never stopped, and how "all of my friends" 
were constantly calling, all along never 
knowing that those calls threatened me with 
death or hurled insult after insult, hour after 
hour, day after day. With the sheer will and 
embarrassed determination I hid it all from 
her and it started taking its toll on me. I was 
constantly depressed and living in fear and I 
isolated myself in our house. I didn’t leave the 
house for 90 days, all summer. I started 
drinking my mom’s alcohol and sniffing 
everything in the cleaning cabinet from Raid 
to Pine-Sol. Everyday the jocks would ride by 
my house and throw batteries, rocks or 
whatever at our metal garage door. The sound 
of metal hitting metal sounded like gunshots 
and sent a quivering fear shooting off inside 
me. I would hide in my closet for hours as 
they beat on the door, standing outside 
writing filthy insults and names for me on my 
driveway in chalk. I would emerge from my 
closet and hopefully find them gone, and then 
immediately pick up any projectiles they 
hurled or wash off the driveway before my 
mom came home and would see what a loser, 
friendless son she spawned. 

My 10th grade year was about to start and 
I was an emotional mess. The first week was 
hell reincarnated. Having not left the house 
for three months, the jocks finally had me 
outdoors. I was chased home everyday. 
Everyone in the school laughed at me and 
hated me. The final straw that broke me into 
dark, fear-wrought emotional fragments came 
only two weeks into the new school year. 

I was feeling oddly pretty good that day. 
My mom had let me get some clothes that I 
wanted before the school year (not just what 
was on sale at the time, like every school year 
before) and I was sporting a new TI sweat 
jacket, the kind that all the jocks wore. I 
didn’t feel the need to run home (as usual) 
until I saw the jocks’ truck coming at me and, 
instinctfully, I flew into a sprint towards 
home. No way could I outrun a Ford 
Ramcharger (or whatever hicks drove back 
then) so I slowed to a defeated stop, out of 
breath and ready to take my lumps... only a 
block from my house. But the jocks didn’t 
jump out to beat me down this time. They all 
hurled a volley of eggs simultaneously. The

eggs broke all over me into a gooey mess, gelling 
my hair into a sticky wet mess. My new TI jacket 
was ruined and as they drove off laughing and 
still hurling insults, I finally broke down and 
cried for the first time, laying covered in eggs, 
on the street. 

I couldn’t go back to school. I was 
emotionally devastated and cut school for 30 
straight days before the school board kicked me 
out for "non-attendance". When my parents 
found out I had not been going to school I finally 
had to tell them what I went through the last 
two years. Shocked, they sent me off to a private 
school where it took two more years for me to 
get over the events of the last two summers. 

Well, eventually I became more socially 
adjusted and made some new friends at this new 
school and got turned on to punk rock here as 
well. It was one of those continuation schools for 
fuck-ups and I felt right at home, needless to say. 
No social pressures or crap like that, the only 
drawback being that it was a private school and 
expensive and that it was 40 miles away. I was, 
after all, banned from the local school district. 

After two years here my parents could no 
longer afford the tuition and it was decided I 
should get my GED certificate and be done with 
school for good. My interest in college or any 
further schooling died a long time ago and my 
parents realized this. I came back to the old 
neighborhood for good and found things had 
changed. Heavy Metal was now popular and my 
hair style was now a subject of some envy. I made 
some friends with the younger crowd and it was 
evident the hicks and jocks who tormented me 
had moved on. And though there was still a 
darkness that enveloped me from time to time, 
life became a bit more livable here. 

Me and my new friends became jaded on 
heavy metal and came to the conclusion that 
punk rock was where our musical and political 
interests really lay. We were prototype suburban 
punks, filled with ideals and beliefs, though 
with no real way to voice these beliefs. So we 
started a band after numerous attempts to 
revive a death metal band we had going off and 
on with this wanna-be rock star dude from the 
local music store. A punk band, the first one 
from our town. Things were finally on the 
positive side for me. 

One night we all got drunk at my mom’s 
house while she was out to dinner with a friend. 
The decision was made the night before to shave 
our heads. I was toying with the idea of getting a 
huge mohawk and was fairly excited at the 
prospect. Hell, I had long enough hair that the 
hawk would stand at least four feet when up!!! 


Two of my buddies went first, going for either 
total baldness or your average short buzz-cut. 
My turn came and by then I had talked myself 
out of the mohawk for practical reasons. Who 
the hell wanted the hassle of keeping a four foot 
mohawk up everyday? I'd go broke buying the 
gelatin alone!!! So I opened a beer and said, 
"Just buzz it". The clippers jammed so one of my 
buddies had to run across the street to get 
another pair. As I sat there looking at myself in 
the mirror it all started to come to me. Just 
what the fuck was so punk rock about getting a 
haircut that looked like your dad’s? And really, 
what the fuck is so "hardcore" about getting a 
buzz-cut just like those motherfucking jocks 
that harassed, beat, and mentally tortured you 
for a huge chunk of your life? Huh? After all that 
shit you went through to stand up and be 
yourself in the face of constant abuse, never 
once considering changing even in your darkest 
hour... now you’re going to show your defiance to 
society by getting your haircut AND LOOKING 
JUST LIKE THEM? 

My buddy ran up the stairs, plugged in and 
asked if I was ready. I stood up, grabbed my beer 
and stated flatly, "Fuck it, I'm keeping it." 



ENDNOTES 

* Needless to say I encountered just as much 
asinine reaction to my preferred hairstyle by 
the punks at the time as I received from the 
jocks. I would constantly get kicked in the gut 
while in the pit, spit on, get my hair pulled and 
chased around by skinheads. Only this time I 
was ready for it emotionally. Nothing could 
steer me away from punk rock, my resolve was a 
rock. Being new to the scene was hard for 
newcomers back then. Punk was still a place for 
outcasts and fuck-ups. You weren’t let in 
without earning it. Our band finally grew out of 
our suburb and we hooked up with punks in 
surrounding towns. We were still the weird guys 
from the nowhere place. Something about us 
was always "off. After a few months we were 
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finally accepted and taken in by the veteran 
punks. You knew you were really down when they 
gave you your first punk nickname. 

* One day we came to the punk rock practice 
studios where we had a room. Finally determined 
to make a set list I went upstairs to find a pen. The 
punks had already gathered to start drinking, 
drugging and other shenanigans. I came in to say 
"Hi" and was met with a loud, ringing greeting 
replete with my new, hard earned punk rock 
nickname: "What up, Hippy!!!!" Oy. 

* I still have social scars from the days of living in 
my closet. I continue to have severe anxiety in 
social situations. No matter how many times I, 
say, go to Gilman St., my stomach always tightens 
and I feel nauseous up until I see the first 
friendly face, then it disappears. I have a big 
problem with the phone. The phone rings and I 
still, to this day, feel fear. As most people that 
know me will tell you, I rarely will call anyone if I 
don't have to... and even then it will be only my 
closest friends and band members. Some days I 
have to turn off the ringer to deal with it. I don't 
think I'll ever be cured of that and I've resigned 
myself to this fact. Where I would be without e- 
mail or mail services I have no clue. 

* Every time I hear of a school shooting or any 
similar emotional blow-up by a teenager on the 
news I always silently wonder inside how that 
didn’t happen to me. I could have so easily 
erupted on those that tormented me back then, 
but I always took the abuse in silence, ashamed of 
myself and the terrible life I was born into. Maybe 
it was because I was not raised in household with 
guns or possibly just because I was raised to 
respect people, fearing that if I retaliated on 
those bastards I would lower myself and be just 
like them... I don't know. It was easier for me to 
just withdraw from life and I can't help but 
wonder which line of action I would take if I was 
growing up in today’s society. That scares me. 

* If you are having troubles like this I really do 
encourage you to tell your parents. I know I had a 
fear that if I told my parents what was happening 
they would take the abusers side and force me back 
into the jaws of the lion. This was totally unfounded 
and my parents asked me what I wanted to do and 
left the decisions up to me. You may think that your 
parents would do the same, but give them at least 
the chance to help you and hear them out. I wish I 
did and I think hiding it from them damaged me for 
good, and that if I was able to tell them from the 
start, I wouldn’t have all these social phobias that 
still haunt me today. If you’re convinced that your 
parents would not understand, try the many teen- 
help services in your area. This info is available 
from your school. You are definitely not alone, 
though it may feel that way.

I went to see YELLOW MACHINEGUN a 
couple of months ago at the Howling Bull show. I 
had picked up their 12" while I was in Japan over 
the summer and was looking forward to seeing 
them. As they were setting up, I noticed how 
small the band members were. Japanese people 
aren’t known for their physical stature, but these 
ladies seemed especially petite. Their sound is 
anything but, however. I was having a really good 
time watching them play. They were fun to watch 
because of the contrast in their demeanor when 
they were playing and in between songs. When 
the music was pumping, it was loud and angry as 
was their performance, but between songs, they 
were all smiles. It was endearing, really. So 
anyhow, I was watching their set when I all of a 
sudden heard a male voice towards the back of 
the club yell out, "Show us your pussies!" I 
quickly looked over in the direction of the voice to 
see who the jerk was, but it was too crowded; I 
couldn’t spot him. I heard his cronies laugh and 
say, "Dude, that was fucked up!" but they were 
still laughing. I was disgusted, really 
disappointed, and embarrassed to be in the same 
room as that person.

I couldn’t stop thinking about it. Now anyone 
that knows me knows that I’m not a preachy p.c. 

There’s nothing wrong in finding a person 
attractive, whether that person plays in a band, 
works at the local coffee shop, or is your UPS 
delivery person (ours isn’t attractive, by the way). 
It’s totally normal and human to be attracted to 
someone, whether it’s their blue eyes, their talent, 
their butt, or their sense of humor that gets to you.

I get comments from time to time, as I’m 
sure other female musicians do, about how I 
"play good for a girl." These comments aren’t 
always from men, either. Now, I’m really not 
that good of a bass player. This isn’t one of 
those false modesty things where I want you to 
say, "No, Athena. You really are good." I’m 
really not. I think I’m adequate; I don’t suck, 
but I’m not great either. I never practice. Ask 
Jeff! So when I get these comments, I first find 
it funny that someone would actually comment 
on my playing ability because there just isn’t 
anything to comment on. It’s the equivalent of 
complimenting a drummer for keeping time. 
After the humor and the "god, this person 
doesn’t know shit about music" thoughts 
subside, I get angry. I used to bite the person’s 
head off to the end result of "What a bitch!" but 
I’ve learned. Yelling at someone, while it does 
feel cathartic, doesn’t solve anything. I now 
will talk with the person and explain why there 
isn’t a place for comments like that as while 
the intent was a compliment, the result is an 
insult. It seems to work and I’ve had people 
say things to the effect of "I never thought 
about it before... thanks!" That makes me feel 
good, like I educated someone. A teacher’s job 
is never done, I guess. 

Kind of related to the "you play good for a 
girl" topic is the "hold my jacket while I go in 
the pit" topic. I think I’m overly sensitive to 
this one. Whenever I go to a show at Gilman, I 
sell records from our distro. I like doing it. I’m 
social and I like to talk and meet new people. I 
get bored easily at shows, especially between 
bands, so it’s a win-win situation for me. Since 
I’m standing virtually in the same spot for the 
duration of the show, some of my friends will 
ask if they can leave their jacket or backpack 
with me. I don’t mind because they would do 
the same for me. I do, however, get annoyed 
when a person I don’t know will ask me to do 
the same. Part of it is that I don’t want to be 
responsible for their belongings should 
something happen to them. Mostly, however, it 
annoys me because I feel like the proverbial 
girlfriend who holds her boyfriend’s jacket 
while he goes in the pit. So I say no to these 
requests. Most people get an annoyed look on 
their face, which I have to admit, I kind of like 
seeing. It’s like, "Ha! Take that!" I also notice 
that when Jeff is selling the distro records, no 
one asks him if they can leave their stuff with 
him. I don’t know if that’s due to the hilarious 
rumors that go around about how "mean" he 
and the guys in his band are, but I do notice 
that it never happens. What’s up with that? 

Well, I’ve rambled enough so it’s time to put 
a close to this column.

NEVER FORGET WHO YOUR 
ENEMY iS: 
THE PRESSING PLANTS. 



Putting out a record is like waging war. Well, 
not full blown war, but let's say diplomacy. I 
came to this metaphor just this last week when 
I had to go at it with a certain pressing plant. It 
got me to thinking.... 

When people complain about putting out 
records, I normally think, "What, are you? A 
fucking slacker?" It's not that hard to sit down 
and do mail, get things organized, and waste a 
Saturday night stuffing records. No big deal. 
This is how I have normally thought about it. 
But not until last week have I delved on the 
multiple areas of pressure that you’re put under; 
the balancing of everyone's wants, and the 
politics of dealing with pressing plants. 

So here goes a desperate attempt to make 
the war/diplomacy metaphor work: 

1 - Interest number one: the band. This is 
the most important entity in this process (some 
labels forget this). So your first responsibility is 
to them. You get their wants, their requests, 
their expectations. Now you’re armed with your 
goals. You have your project set. 

2 - But you have a budget; this is your interest 
(somewhat). You need to appease the band 
while being able to finance it. This can get 
tricky, but it’s your job, so get used to it. 

3 - Now you go to the table, with your 
interests to the pressing plants (the most 
despicable group of lying cheats in the world). 
Seriously, ask anyone and they will tell you how 
fucking lame these scumbags are. Some are way 
worse than others, and if you really want to 
know, write me a letter and I'll tell ya who. 


4 - Now you’re engaged in a battle of wits with 
your enemy. Your prior experiences have taught 
you that: no, they can't complete a job within nine 
weeks although they say five weeks; they will add 
extra charges at the end; they will lose your 
master; they will send test pressings to a label on 
the other side of the continent; they won't return 
your calls; they will cash your check the minute 
they get it, but put your project on the back burner. 

So you’re there, at the table. They know they have 
something you want, and they're going to milk ya 
for it. A couple weeks go by, and nothing. You ask 
your arch nemesis, "So, how are things going? Any 
problems?" and they answer, "No, everything is 
great, in fact, your stuff is shipping tomorrow!" 
Ah, the old "your stuff is shipping tomorrow." This 
is the oldest trick in the book. Your master isn't 
even out of the box, while the 70 year-old plating 
guy is smoking weed talking about CCR out in the 
pressing plant parking lot. 

Around this time, your "masses", the band, 
are starting to wonder, is this guy for real? Did he 
fucking rip us off? I mean, it did take us two 
years to get him the material, but shouldn't our 
double LP be out in four weeks? Ah, so now the 
diplomat is surrounded. You’re trying to appease 
the one group you care about (the band) 
although the band is starting to raise the stakes 
and put some flames under you. 

Oh, and while you’re at the table, getting 
breaking reports from your aide about the band's 
escalating interests, a new group forms. These 
people have been good, in fact, they supply you with 
something you and your bands can't exist without: 
money. It’s the distributors, and you have probably 
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already figured out which ones are cool and which 
ones aren't. But they have their own "masses"... 
the stores, who have been asking ‘em, "Where the 
hell is the new record by GOAT VOMIT?" 

So now you have double pressure to get this 
record out on the time that the pressing plant 
said it would be done by. And this is where you 
have to conjure up your most powerful 
diplomatic skills: you need to weed through all 
the crap the plant is telling you and try to 
decipher their encrypted codes. You apply 
pressure when necessary, but too much will get 
you nothing. You tell the distros and the band 
the situation to calm their nerves. But this 
won't last for long... you need to get the record 
out. You have to be straight forward with the 
band, but in the end, if the plant lags, the only 
person the band will blame is you. 

There are variations to distributors as well. 
Some have a binding agreement (which could 
work best for you in some cases) where if you 
go exclusive with them, you are able to tap into 
the unlimited credit they have with the 
pressing plants. It’s not a pact with the devil, 
just a very shaky agreement. Some distros 
though actually have joined with pressing 
plants, signing away their ability to choose who 
to press through... this is when one of your own 
is in bed with the enemy. Never forget who your 
enemy is: the pressing plants. 

So, sometimes you have a success. 
Sometimes, the record comes out sounding 
awesome, no typos, good print job, etc. 
Sometimes, it’s delayed (this happens more 
than you think). Sometimes the plant fucks up 
so bad you have to send everything back. 
Sometimes you get a kick ass record with minor 
typos (this happens to me 90% of the time). 

There are multiple scenarios, but everyone of 
these requires this skill of diplomacy when 
dealing with the vultures out there. I love doing a 
label for the sole reason of making the bands 
happy. Seriously, there is nothing better than 
watching some unknown band get a record out 
(something they didn't think anyone would do), 
and with the right ads and distribution, they get 
noticed in the scene. By me meeting bands like 
DISCARGA from Brazil, LIE and JELLYROLL 
ROCKHEADS from Japan, and etc... and 
watching them get stoked when people say, "This 
record is awesome," means the world to me. 

I'm not trying to take any of the credit here, 
don't get me wrong.... the bands did it 
themselves. It just took people to hear it to get 
them a response. But every time you sit down to 
listen to your new favorite record, think about 
the war that was waged to get the fucker out 
between the label and the enemies: pressing 
plants.

I confess. I sold out. I stopped listening to 
hardcore, punk, powerviolence, grindcore, 
fastcore, mincecore and any other taste of core 
available. I’m sold to pop and besides that, I’m 
striving to achieve a certain level of maturity. 
That means I’ve got my career planned out and 
from now on I’m only interested in stock rates, 
tennis, the latest type of mobile phone and 
which lease-car has the most electronic 
gadgets on board. A side effect is also that I 
can’t attend shows anymore. Hey, I have new 
values to maintain. (This sounds more serious 
than' breaking the edge as I read back ) Back to 
pop. I’m gonna go to a Melanie C (Yes, the 
sporty element of that rebellious girl band from 
England ) show. In fact, when you are reading 
this I’ve been there already. And stoked I am. 
Is that all you might think? Yes! 

Back to reality now and kinda trying to 
continue on Max’s last episode on the ups and 
downs of the hardcore scene. Focusing on 
Europe and especially Holland, of course, I think 
things are pretty healthy right now. The youth 
crew hype faded and there’s lots of more 
’’extreme” bands popping up, be it grind or fast 
hardcore or whatever. People start new bands or 
side-projects. There’s tons of shows going on. 
Lots of bands cross this side of the ocean to 
make their noise. And I’m glad. Of course, a lot 
of bands have always been around doing their 
thing but it’s getting more attention. Hope it 
doesn’t turn out to be the next big thing. In my 
opinion it’s better to have less people completely 
enjoying themselves than a large crowd of 
temporary employees of the hardcore army. 

The thing that is still huge here in Holland is 
the tough-guy hardcore. It’s probably the biggest 
“scene”. Soccer shirts, well trained arms, crews 
and mean looks always come to mind when I 
think of this. I’ve seen some bands but it’s not 
my thing. The atmosphere at such shows is 
kinda aggressive. Maybe I dislike it because I’m 
not tough. Metalcore also takes up lots of 
attention. What always strikes me is that the 
impression is created that it has something to 
do with hardcore. A lot of bands might use a 


hardcore approach, but musically it’s still metal. 
There’s nothing wrong with metal but at least 
admit you play metal. What seems important is 
who can mosh the hardest. I like my share of 
wrestling but I can’t completely get the 
windmilling and kickboxing thing. 

Back to the music this zine is focused on... 
bands worth checking out: B.S.E., Seein’ Red, 
Insult, Mihoen, Point of Few, Betercore, My Minds 
Mine and more, of course. 

Like I mentioned earlier, I’m glad lots of 
things are happening. It also has to do with the 
fact that, until a few months ago, I lived in 
Amsterdam. Always something to do there. Not 
only “extreme” stuff but all styles of things. I’ve 
seen great shows of bands like Texas Terri and the 
Stiff Ones playing with Fabulous Disaster. I love 
going to shows, hanging around with some friends, 
seeing bands play, joking around a bit. Music still 
gives me a change to get rid of pressure, stress or 
whatever is on my mind. During work I have to 
endure conversations like mentioned in the 
opening sentences of this writing. Phones, cars 
and other, to me, not life threatening subjects. 
Looking forward to an upcoming show always 
makes me forget those things. 

Trying to put this to an end. I still listen to 
Mel C. but I kinda got forced into writing about 
it... I’m cheap, I know. It has something to do with 
a guest list scam. That’s all I’m gonna say about it. 
At least it gave me a change to open up a column 
with it. Don’t take it all too serious and have fun.

Before we get started with this issue’s installment 
of Paper Cuts, I’d like to take a moment and 
address some comments and complaints in various 
zines about the production of newsprint zines. 

The biggest complaint is that newsprint is 
ugly. I can’t argue with that, but are you gonna 
read the zine or hang it on your wall? The basic 
function of a zine is information and 
communication. The reason zine editors choose 
newsprint is largely due to its cost efficiency 
(which covers the argument about why not xerox, 
or offset over the allure of the gray paper you now 
hold in your hands). When you start printing 
large runs of your zine it’s far cheaper to go 
newsprint than it is to hit up the local copy shop, 
and the quality is often better. The best mode of 
printing is definitely offset, but the costs are 
outrageous, and can drain you bank account 
quickly! Then you gotta factor in mailing costs. 
Newsprint is a lighter bond than xerox, and 
offset, therefore cheaper to send out. Punk rock 
shouldn’t mean you have to go broke to get your 
project out there to those interested. 

Another complaint about newsprint is that it 
ages quickly. Why not show the same 
consideration for your zines as you do your record 
collection? I have newsprint zines from the early 
‘80s that are still holding up. The thing to do is 
head down to your local comic shop and invest in 
poly bags. Get 8 1/2” x 11” for your full size zines, 
and pick up the comic book sized ones for the 
digest sized zines (just tape the excess baggage 
around the backside). They also make a large 
sized bag to fit your Slash and Damage collections. 

I think they’re called Life Magazine bags. You can 
also pick up boxes specifically designed to hold 
magazines. It doesn’t cost much to maintain your 
zine collection, and it doesn’t require much time. 

For some reason punks tend to overlook zines. 

I guess it’s not as cool as bragging about your 
record collection, but zines are the most accurate 
history you’re gonna find on punk, and also great 
reference material. If you wanna know all you can 
about a particular band (without asking them 
first hand) you can refer to your zine collection 
for the information. Wanna know about rare 
records? Check your zine collection. Wanna know 
what hardcore was really like “back in the day”? 
You guessed it, check your zine collection. 
Besides, smart punks read! 
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Now, the reviews... Perhaps the biggest news 
in regards to punk zines is the resurrection of 
PROFANE EXISTENCE. A case of perfect 
timing as well, seeing as how folks are waking 
up from eight years of Clinton. We’re starting to 
see a larger mass of people participating in civil 
disobedience, such as the WTO march in 
Seattle, A16, and on a somewhat smaller scale 
the actions at the Republican and Democratic 
conventions. Anyway, the bastion of political 
punk rock is back, and they pretty much pick up 
where they left off. You get your news of actions 
from around the globe, opinion, theory, and the 
like. This issue (#38) brings us an article on 
eugenics and its link to the Nazis, a report on 
the May Day protest in Minneapolis, Aus Rotten 
interview, columns and more. Send $1.00 to P.O.

The first issue of SCREAMS FROM THE 
BALCONY shows a zine with a lot of promise. 
The editor, Veena, is looking to bridge 
hardcore and politics. Though in many ways 
hardcore is rooted in politics, Veena believes 
that people tend to focus more on one instead 
of the other. Inside you’ll find an interview 
with Damad, a historical piece on Kerala, and 
article on the A16 protest, and an interview 
with Jenny Whorley, discussing strippers in 
San Francisco getting unionized.

REFLECTIONS #13 is an issue not to be 
missed. If this issue is any indication of what 
lays ahead then Reflections stands as a force to 
be reckoned with. You get interviews from the 
likes of What Happens Next, Trial, Bloodpact, 
Nate Wilson, Dillinger Escape Plan, a Mainstrike 
U.S. tour report, and tons more, including 
columns, articles, and reviews. I believe $5.00 
will secure you a copy.

SUBSIDIZED MESS is turning out to be a 
zine with a consistent schedule. I have a feeling 
this publication will garner a good sized 
following.

In this 
edition there are more personal writings, a 
tighter layout, interviews with Dead Nation, 
Change zine, a reprint of the BGK interview in 
MRR #43, and the highlight for me was the 
historical piece on Life’s Blood.

CHRIS DODGE 

This months question is a tough one for me. As soon as 
this goes to print, I'm sure I'll think of five that were 
better than this, but these are all definitely top 
contenders, regardless. By the way, I apologize if it seems 
too self-indulgent, but I've included a few shows that I've 
actually played at. But considering they are truly some of 
my favorite and most memorable gigs, I think I can 
rightfully include them. In no particular order, here we go: 

• MDC @ Pony Express Pizza, Redwood City, CA 
1988 or '89 - Over the years I've seen endless 
incarnations of this classic band, but this show stands 
out among all of the others because I felt that I truly got 
to see MDC at the top of their game. Pony Express Pizza 
is exactly what it sounds like: a hole in the wall pizza 
place that had punk shows. It was a pretty cool spot for 
shows, even with the crazy things this short, Chinese 
woman who ran the place used to do... she used to 
always wear a red and white striped shirt, kind of like an 
old fashioned barber, and when everyone started a pit, 
this lady would start hitting everyone with a big 
flashlight and yell, "No thrashing!" Ah, the good old 
days. Anyhow, I can't even remember who else played at 
this particular show; all I remember is MDC was hands 
down the best I've ever seen them. Why? Well, during a 
very brief period of time around 1988 or '89, the original 
MDC line-up from their days in Austin was playing out. 
I'm talking ORIGINAL. Not Franco, but Mikey Offender 
on bass (since he predated Franco, few people know 
that Mikey was ever in MDC... check out any old 
Offenders records for proof of how amazing this guy’s 
playing is). Plus Ex-Con Ron on guitar, and of course 


Dave and Al. They played a non-stop set of nothing but 
O.G. MDC tracks! Nearly every song from the first album 
and the "Multi Death Corporations" 7" was on the set 
list! No words can truly describe how on fire they were! 

• BGK, CCM @ The Farm, San Francisco, CA / 1986 
Nearly all of the shows at The Farm were big. It was a 
big room. Room for a lot of people, and therefore a lot 
of idiots. Many of the shows were plagued by insane 
Nazi skinhead terrorism, but some were actually "safe", 
too. In any case, in the mid to late '80s it was probably 
the best place in the Bay Area for shows. Anywhere 
from five to eight bands were on any show and the line¬ 
ups were always solid. Probably the best show at The 
Farm was this one with BGK on their second tour of 
the States. If I remember correctly, the show was right 
around the time before their second album came out. 
BGK’s second album was so-so, but that first one was a 
classic, and that night they were in classic form. The 
bass player was nuts... he played super fast with his 
fingers, not a pick, and most amazing of all he was on a 
fretless bass. The master! Italy's Cheetah Chrome 
Motherfuckers played before BGK and put on an 
incredible show. It doesn't get much better than 
seeing five older Italian guys jumping all over the stage 
like escaped lunatics. I remember everyone gasping as 
CCM's singer took off his shirt to reveal a ton of scars 
from self-inflicted slashes across his chest and back. 
Keep in mind, even though it was already '86, a lot of 
people still weren't hip to GG Allin, so this was kind of 
a freaky thing to see. MDC played this show as well as 
Boom And The Legion Of Doom. There were two other 
bands but I can't remember who they were off-hand. 


• GAUZE, MELT-BANANA, SLIGHT SLAPPERS, 
SPAZZ @ Cyclone, Tokyo, Japan / March 1998 

This is not only one of my favorite shows to have seen, 
but one of my favorites to have played. There were a 
few other bands on this show, too, but true to form I 
can't recall who they were. All I know is I've never felt 
more honored in my life than to share the same stage 
with these other bands. The one thing I thought was 
freaky was that Gauze, one of the most revered and 
classic Japanese hardcore bands ever, actually 
OPENED the show. I felt really weird and self- 
conscious to be playing after them, but then it was 
explained that Gauze actually wanted to open. At all 
shows in Japan, no matter how small the room is (and 
a lot of 'em are no bigger than a postage stamp), there 
are amazingly perfect sound systems in every single 
club. Therefore, every band needs to do a soundcheck. 
For those who don't know, the first band on the bill 
always soundchecks last. So the reason Gauze wanted 
to open the show was because that meant they would 
get to soundcheck last, and therefore they could be 
picky about their sound and make sure it was perfect. 
It was a treat in itself just to be able to see Melt- 
Banana, one of my favorite bands ever, doing their 
soundcheck for half an hour or so. And then standing 
in a room with no more than 10 or 15 other people (the 
promoter and other band members), I got to watch 
Gauze soundcheck which was basically like having 
them play a private show for almost an hour! So 
amazing I can't describe it accurately... and the show 
hadn’t even started yet! Once the doors opened, the 
room was packed like sardines and the moment Gauze 
hit their first note, there was a sea of people stage¬ 
diving immediately. I stood next to the drummer & had 
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the best seat in the house for one of the best HC bands ever 
and the place was coming completely unglued. After a few 
other bands, Melt-Banana expertly executed their set like 
always. I've never seen a Melt-Banana show that was less than 
excellent. The only advantage of this one was, once again, I 
was able to stand on stage and have my own little space to 
privately absorb the greatness of this band. Slight Slappers 
helped make the Spazz tour possible and are seriously some of 
the nicest, most sincere, genuinely great people I've ever had 
the pleasure of meeting. They made us feel welcome and 
comfortable the entire time and I am deeply honored that 
Spazz was able to play with them several times in Japan. When 
the Slappers hit the stage, mayhem ensued as per usual with 
vocalist Kubota bouncing off the walls like a Mexican jumping 
bean. They hammered out an amazing set of insane thrash and 
got me and Dan to do vocals on their cover version of the 
Spazz song "Swampfoot". By the time Spazz hit the stage, I felt 
like I was about an inch tall... following such an unstoppable 
line-up was embarrassing, quite frankly. But we played our 
usual set and the place turned upside down. I've literally 
never seen that many people stage diving anytime I've ever 
played a show. And when we were done, the crowd yelled for 
encores so much that we ran out of songs to play. It couldn't 
have been more perfect if I had scripted it myself. 

• ADRENALIN O.D., D.R.I., BLAST, SPECIAL FORCES, 
CHRIST ON PARADE @ some rented dance studio, San 
Jose, CA / 1985 - This show stands out in my memory because 
all of these bands were at their peak around this time. A.O.D. 
was still playing all thrash & only had the first album out. 
D.R.I. still had not released "Dealing With It" (I don't care 
what you all say, I still think this album was a letdown after the 
22 song e.p.), Blast didn't have any records out yet. Special 
Forces only had the 1st 12" out (and the best record of theirs 
by far). Christ On Parade didn't have any records out at all and 
was just starting as a band. It goes without saying that all of the 
bands were excellent. Except for Blast, it was non-stop 
fastcore. I remember the guys in Blast got in a fistfight on¬ 
stage and ended their set early. I also remember this being the 
first show I went to after shaving my head (I had fought it for a 
long time but finally submitted to peer pressure). The funniest 
part about it was that I was just a stupid kid with a homemade 
Agnostic Front shirt that I'd made myself with a black laundry 
marker, but just because I was bald, all of the skins at the 
show, who I didn't know, were all saying "hi" to me and treating 
me like their pal. I kind of had carte blanche that night. For 
instance, during D.R.I. and A.O.D., I was dying to be front and 
center at the stage for my favorite bands. I stood there banging 
my freshly bald head like crazy and everyone in front of me 
immediately moved, so I was able to stand exactly where I had 
wanted to. It wasn't intentional on my part; I wasn't acting like 
a tough guy, I was just excited to see the bands. It was one of 
those weird "scene dynamics" sort of things I suppose. 

• CAPITOL PUNISHMENT, CHRIST ON PARADE, LEGION 
OF DOOM @ New Method, Emeryville, CA / 1986 - Another 
show that I played at. Legion of Doom (not to be confused with 
Boom And The Legion Of Doom from Michigan) was the first 
punk band I was ever in that actually played shows (as opposed 
to rehearsing endlessly in the garage and never doing 
anything). It was seriously a big thrill for me to be able to play 
a show with Capitol Punishment and Christ On Parade because 
they were two of my favorite bands at the time. We had played a 
huge show before this in San Jose with Social Distortion, The 


Vandals, Dr. Know and some others (everyone hated us when 
we opened that show, by the way), but this New Method gig was 
more "hardcore" and more what I was into, although Legion Of 
Doom itself was far from being the high speed thrash band that 
I wanted to be in... we were more "punk", often to my 
disappointment. In any case, I remember being excited * 
because this was the first time ever that I'd played a show and 
people actually danced while we were playing! Sounds dumb, 
but it was a big deal. People actually moshed! Ha ha. To cap of 
my euphoria, C.O.P. and Capitol Punishment kicked major 
booty, as you could imagine. On a side note, the last live show 
Legion Of Doom played was at Ruthie's Inn in Berkeley in 1986 
with Cryptic Slaughter and Wehrmacht. As was par for the 
course, Legion Of Doom was ignored by the whole room, with 
the exception of one guy who was jumping around like mad and 
dancing totally by himself. I ran into that same guy again 
about eight years later and it ended up being Pete Ponitkoff 
who is now the singer for Benumb! It’s a small world after all... 

KEN SANDERSON 

1 - ILL REPUTE, STALAG 13, CAPITOL PUNISHMENT, 
ROTTERS @ San Luis Obispo Memorial Veterans Hall 
(1984?) My first punk show. Ill Repute were hilarious. 

Stalag 13 filled in for Aggression who canceled, they 
jumped really high. Capitol Punishment thrashed. The 
Rotters sucked. I found a letter from Ill Repute recently 
that said "Dear Ken, We're out of stickers, Our 7" is out, Ill 
Repute" and realized I too was a teenage loser, so have 
mercy on the "send me stickers" kids, willya?! 

2 - BAD BRAINS REUNION TOUR, Metroplex, Atlanta, GA 
(1986) Uh... all “Rock For Light” material... Enough said. 

3 - GROSSEST NATIONAL PRODUCT in my bedroom, (1987) 

This was the first hardcore show in my hometown of Auburn, 
Alabama. A really wild party (especially since it was thrown by a 
straight edge kid). Fistfights, someone was giving away acid, we 
got kegs of beer off the commissary at the Army Base in Georgia 
and someone had to dump them in the woods when they got 
trailed by the cops then go back and get them, so we tapped two 
kegs at like 11 PM. GNP played two sets and had to move inside 
when the cops showed up. They thrashed, played their sloppy 
brand of noisy thrash for hours. They, along with the Knockabouts, 
were one of the first hardcore bands in Alabama, and still play 
their punker-than-punk punk with hints of BLUE CHEER today. 

4 - ASSFORT at 924 Gilman Street, (1996) If there was any 
question that international hardcore ruled, ASSFORT proved 
the point by absolutely decimating Gilman on a show with 
Assuck and Swing Kids... I was lucky enough to take them 
around for a handful of shows in the Bay Area; absolutely jaw 
dropping intensity and energy matched with jaw dropping 
musicianship. The photo from the Prank 7" is the end of their 
set and pretty much shows the mood and feeling of the show. 

Also GAUZE, U.S. mini-tour and live with Deathside and GISM 
in Roppongi, Tokyo 1995. Always the best. Total speed, totally 
overwhelming energy. One of the best bands on the planet. 

5 - RORSCHACH, MAN IS THE BASTARD, PSYCHO, 

THREE FINGER SPREAD, CAPITALIST CASUALTIES + 
SPAZZ... One of the many great thrash shows at Gilman in 
the mid-late 90's (all the Fiesta Grandes, the Crossed 
Out/Drop Dead/A.C./Spazz show, Chaos U.K. with Spazz, 
Capitalist Casualties and Grimple) that I had the pleasure of 
booking and being involved in, this was a way out of control, 
packed and fun show. I loved having Schlong's acoustic band 
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play right in the middle of it to break it up... weird to 
get nostalgic about that time already.... I'm also 
biased to both Prankfests in Atlanta, Georgia... 1998 
and 1999, my favorite bands, good energy, fun crowd... 
the one and only live show of .fuckingcom and the 
decimation of Sob Story... Smash Your Face destroying 
the place in 100 degree Atlanta weather. 

JEB BRANIN 

First of all a HUGE thanks to Andy from +/- Records 
who, after reading my Gimme Five last issue, dubbed 
the Scraps LP for me. He didn't even know me. He 
just did it because he is totally cool. All hail Andy!! 
Also I noticed a mistake I made in the last Gimme 
Five. John was not the vocalist for United Mutation, 
he was the guitarist. Mike Brown was the vocalist I 
like so much. Another guy named John did sing for 
them for a short time, but Mike was the man. 

• HELLBENDER / CRISIS (SLC) - sometime around 
1984 at some city building in Park City, UT - The First of 
many times seeing doom metal warlords HELLBENDER. 
They had not really discovered their sound yet. In fact, 
they sucked. But they made up for it over the years. This 
was the only time I got to see CRISIS (SLC)... a fast, raw, 
rowdy metal band that is still a favorite of mine today. 
This was my first gig seeing local bands play. There were 
all of maybe 5 people there. It changed my life forever to 
realize that local bands with a DIY approach could rock 
out 10 times better than the prepackaged bands on 
major labels. This realization led directly to my switch 
from being a pure metalhead to being into punk as well. 
Ironic since this was a metal gig. 

• INSIGHT / THE STENCH / FILTH / FIFTEEN / 
FUGAZI - early 90’s (I guess) at the Speedway Cafe in 
Salt Lake City, UT - One of many times seeing sXe 
masters INSIGHT. They were as good live as any band I 
have ever seen. THE STENCH was Salt Lake's greatest 
punk band. FILTH was obnoxious and Jake kept 
verbally abusing some bonehead jock who never figured 
it out. FIFTEEN looked like they hadn't bathed in a 
year and only wore pajama bottoms on stage and traded 
verbal barbs with FILTH the whole time. It was 
beautiful. FUGAZI was great. I know, I know, they are 
emo and all that, but they were amazing. A stage diver 
slammed into Guy and knocked his front teeth. He 
continued the show with blood pouring out his mouth. 
Ian kept calling the kid who hit Guy "Sir" very politely 
as he tried to get him to come to the stage to talk about 
paying for Guy's dental work. The band didn't know the 
kid had broken his arm in the collision and was in 
shock. The kid collapsed and I carried him out while 
someone found his friends to take him to a hospital. 

• Fiesta Grande #3, #4, and #5 at 924 Gilman in 
Berkeley, CA - Too many memories to even know 
where to start writing, so I better not get into it. 
Needless to say I got a chance to see a huge number of 
my favorite bands. Buy the retrospective album on 
Slap A Ham if you missed 'em or even if you didn't. 


• PRONG / VOIVOD / SOUNDGARDEN - late 80’s at 
the Speedway Cafe in SLC, UT - PRONG were still 
good in those days. VOI VOD were totally warped, it 
was great! SOUNDGARDEN had just signed to a major 
label and were busting their butt on stage. Stage 
divers kept knocking over their gear so after many 
pleas to stop diving they walked off stage. In the 
resulting crowd outburst a club security guard bashed 
a kid in the head with one of those giant flashlights 
right on the stage where everyone saw it. The place 
went nuts. A cool, punk rock mini-riot. When 
SOUNDGARDEN found out what happened they came 
out and apologized for the guy (even tho' the guy 
didn't work for them) and played another set. 

• RIGHT WAY / BROTHERHOOD / ACCUSED - late 
80’s at the Speedway Cafe in SLC, UT - I was very 
into sXe in those days and getting to see 
BROTHERHOOD was amazing. RIGHT WAY were good. 
The ACCUSED were totally deranged and Blaine let me 
have the mic to scream a good portion of "The Bag 
Lady Song" while he went berserk bouncing around on 
stage. I went to the show alone and right before the 
ACCUSED finished a stage diver hit me and dislocated 
my shoulder. I knew I wouldn't be able to drive my 
stick shift like that and since my adrenaline was 
pumping anyway I did a Mel Gibson routine and 
slammed my shoulder into the wall to put it back in 
place. It worked but I almost fainted from the pain 
(this is a true story, really!). The ACCUSED were doing 
an encore of "Barracuda" while I did it. I have 
flashbacks every time I hear that song now. 

Others that were equally memorable: 

• INSIGHT / HATEx9 / CRUMBSUCKERS - Got the 
mic lots of times during the Crumbsuckers’ set. Later 
found out they were having problems with their 
vocalist and Brad Collins had recommended the band 
ask me to join since I knew all the words anyway. 

• IRON MAIDEN - Only saw them once. It was in a 
small place with only about 900 people and the grandeur 
of their music in a setting like that was hard to believe. 
Blaze was on vocals and I've never seen a guy work so 
hard to win over a crowd who he knew wasn't into him 
because he wasn't Bruce Dickinson. His performance 
was the most "blue collar" of anybody I have ever seen. 
My status as a "rock journalist" allowed me to meet 
them after the show as well. I was starstruck. 

• KISS - Every time but especially in 1984, their 
first tour without make-up and 1998, the first 
reunion tour with make-up. 

• RAMONES - Farewell tour. They suck live but they 
are the RAMONES after all. Another time being a 
"rock journalist" paid off in hero worship. 

• DEE SNIDER and the SMFs - Yeah, yeah give me a 
break but I am a total Twisted Sister nut. Saw them in 
their heyday but nothing was as cool as seeing Dee in a 
small club paying tribute to himself and giving up the 
mic to a bunch of fat, 30-somethings, so they could 
pretend they were rockstars (like me). Dee even 
stopped the show in the middle and right on stage 
autographed everything that was passed up to him. 


RUDOLF EVERTS 

• His Hero is Gone Eurotour -1 saw the band 6 times 
when they were in Europe and almost all shows were 
amazing. This particular show that I have the best 
memories of was in Gent, Belgium. I remember driving 
up there with some friends. We had no clue where the 
show was but finally after cruising around for a while 
we spotted a group of people that looked like punks. 
The show was in a squat and we asked the people 
outside if this was the place where HHIG was supposed 
to play. Seemed most of the people were stoned or 
drunk as they didn't even know. It appeared to be the 
place. The squat was awfully dirty. To get inside the 
concert room you had to cross a big hole in the wall. 
Unhinged from Belgium opened up and played a good 
set. In the meantime the whole room was filled with 
crusts and punks. Dreadlocks everywhere. Then HHIG 
played their part. It was the loudest show I've seen on 
the tour. Hard, mean and dirty. Just amazing how much 
energy was there. The weird thing was that I completely 
er\joyed it but also felt a bit uncomfortable as well. 
There were some dogs inside the room and I constantly 
felt dogs bumping into my legs. I'm scared of dogs so 
that was kinda weird. After the show we were hanging 
outside gasping some fresh air. Lots of punks outside 
drank beer and smoked pot. Suddenly somebody drove 
up, parked the car, opened the trunk and shouted “Free 
beer”. The guy was either stupid or wanted to buy 
friends by handing out free beer. All in all this whole 
night was just special and kinda weird as well. 

• Fiesta Grande '99, 924 Gilman St. - My first and 
last Fiesta Grande. Went with two friends. Every 
single band was great and I was able to see Spazz play 
live finally. Two bands completely floored me as well. 
Fuck on the Beach and Lack of Interest. Both made 
their impression in their own unique way. Besides of 
that the atmosphere was great and I could buy loads 
of records. This was just great. 

• Kill Your Idols / Violent Society / + loads more, 
Kontich (Belgium) - This gig had a lot of bad bands 
on the bill. I went to the show with some friends and 
we met more people from Amsterdam and 
surroundings over there. We hung around bit, 
consumed some beer and waited for KYI and Violent 
Society to get up the stage. Violent Society is nice to 
see live but it's really my cup of tea. When KYI went 
up it seemed like somebody flipped a switch. Suddenly 
a lot of mostly older people from Amsterdam (over 30 
can be considered old in HC) went totally ape. 
Trashing shit up, running around like maniacs, pile- 
ons, shouting along. Just great. I think consuming 
Belgian beer certainly had its contribution in this but 
it was just great. The band kept on playing and did all 
requested songs. Everything seemed right about this 
night of trash. Bruises, and dirt all over my clothes 
reminded me the next day how good it was. 

• Los Crudos / Stack / Acheborn / Catweazle / Seein' 
Red, Amsterdam (Holland) - This gig was in December 
1996. The one and only show Crudos did in Holland on 
their tour. All bands were great, lots of visitors and 
headliner Crudos was smoking. Not that much action in 
the crowd but the band was so energetic. I started to 
appreciate this band more and more afterwards. 
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• Voorhees / Mihoen / All Tensed Up, Hilversum 
(Holland) - This gig is just a few weeks ago but I had a 
great time. The show was in a squat with about 50 
visitors. It seemed like almost everyone was into it. 
Great atmosphere and action started from band 1. 
Circle pits, pile-ons, you name it all. Voorhees was really 
loud and fast and they just kept on playing. Everything 
seemed right about this show. Hope more will come. 

I've seen more great shows like E-150 in a practice 
space with 30 people, Drop Dead, Hellnation, Kill 
the Man Who Questions and also many European 
bands like Seein' Red, Morser, Stack as well but this 
is what came up at the moment. 

MATT AVERAGE 

1 - Black Flag - any show - Unbelievable live band 
that has yet to be matched in pure intensity. 

2 - Husker Du - at the Velvet Underground (long 
gone club in Oklahoma City) - Definitely one of the 
loudest shows ever. A friend whined about having to 
go to school the next morning. In the parking lot we 
could hear the music coming for underneath the 
street, and it convinced him to say fuck it, we're 
seeing the rest of the show!! 

3 - Instigators and the Detonators at the Velvet 
Underground (OKC) - The only time I ever felt any 
sort of “unity” at a HC show. Both bands ripped it up 
and the crowd was unreal! The Instigators bass player 
jumped in the middle of the pit with the crowd swirling 
around him. The singer (Instigators) literally brought 
the roof down when he leapt from the speaker spread 
eagle through the ceiling, with a huge dust cloud 
rolling down and through the crowd. 

4 - No Reply's farewell show at PCH - Band and 
crowd became one as the folks swarmed the stage 
from beginning to end. 

5 - Nation Of Ulysses at Ocho Loco (SF) - One of 
those shows where you wanna jump in a car and 
follow the band around for the rest of the tour. 

MAX WARD 

A top 5 of anything is hard, but shows especially just 
because you are only left with your memories. You 
can't go back to your collection and pull out a record 
and pinpoint exactly what you loved about it.... all you 
have are bits and pieces of images and memories that 
for some reason constitutes a better show than 
another. Ok, with that said, here it goes (with some 
extras thrown in cuz 5 is too small of anything!) 

1 - “SKATE ROCK” show at the Farm: SEPTIC 
DEATH, ACCUSED, DRUNK INJUNS, BEYOND 
POSSESSION, CHRIST ON PARADE - My first couple 
of shows were just tag-alongs with my sister in 1984- 
85... I had no tastes of my own for punk/hc. But I 
started noticing what I liked, and by that time my 
sister went to college. So luckily for me, my mom was 


cool enough to send me off to shows via the 7B bus to 
The Farm in San Francisco. Mind you, I was in 
6th/7th Grade, hanging out with freshmen, trying to 
act as fucking skate-punk as possible to fit in with 
these dudes I looked up to. So, one of the shows I was 
lucky enough to see was the infamous “SKATE ROCK 
show”, and seriously, that might not have been the 
best show I've ever seen, but looking back, with the 
love I have for the bands that played, it is. 

2 - SLAYER, KREATOR, VOIVOD, EPIDEMIC at 
Mountain View Theatre - This show was so insane. It 
was the Reign in Blood / Terrible Uncertainty tour..... 
it was fucking super violent, tons of true hessians 
just fucking going insane. After the show was over, 
there was 100+ drunk ass metalheads running down 
Castro Street in Mountain View breaking windows 
and burning trash cans.... I was fucking scared as 
fuck waiting for my mom to pick me up. 

3 - FACTION, ILL REPUTE, SCARED STRAIGHT + 
local openers - There was a huge scene in the Palo 
Alto/Mountain View area that has completely vanished. 
All the shows used to happen in this landmark theatre 
called the Varsity Theatre. Well, THE FACTION was 
huge in Redwood City. The local skate rats, RCBS 
(Redwood City Boys Shred), would always have the ILL 
REPUTE logo (IR with hangman's noose), and THE 
FACTION written on their white button up shirts. So I 
saw a flyer and was like, "this shit's going to be rad." So 
I talked my Mom into letting me go, I went, and half 
way during THE FACTION'S set, the place pulls the 
plug. The drummer keeps beating away, and the pit 
doesn't stop. So in about 10 minutes, the fucking riot 
cops rush the place, running down the aisles of the 
place. It was a mini-riot... pretty cool. 

4 - BAD BRAINS, DRI, LIFELINE, etc - The only 
thing I remember about this show, was it was 250 
metalheads, and 250 Nazi skinheads (I might be wrong, 
but it sure seemed that way). When I get off the bus, me 
and my friends have to walk through a line of Nazi skins 
in Potrero Park who have been beating the shit out of 
random people. We make it inside and the show seems 
normal. DRI plays and the place erupts.... huge pit. 
Then BAD BRAINS plays. All I can remember was that 
I'm hanging off the rafter next to the door and I'm 
watching about two people every minute being dragged 
from the pit bloody and unconscious. No shit. Half way 
through, we decided to bounce since we were easily the 
smallest kids there. It was metalheads versus skins. 

5 - INFEST (canceled), NO COMMENT, MITB, FYP, 
CROSSED OUT, LACK OF INTEREST - I took a 
Greyhound bus all the way down to LA to see the 
INFEST reunion. Of course, we knew there was a 
chance of them canceling, but fuck it, it was worth 
chancing it. So we snuck all these beers onto the 
Greyhound and got toasted on the ride down. We 
kicked it around LA until the show, and of course, 
INFEST canceled. But the thing was, this show ruled 
without them. It showed that fast/heavy hardcore was 
more alive then than it was in the days of INFEST. 


INFEST came up and played Gilman once with 
AGRESSION and once with PHC. The AGRESSION 
show ruled since everyone was there to see the Oxnard 
band (and PITCHFORK and some other SoCal bands), 
but the PHC show was thin. A true sign of how small of 
a scene there was for fast thrash then. But this show, 
consisting of bands that turned out to be legends 
themselves, proved that with or without INFEST, the 
West Coast was fucking kicking out some brutal bands. 

6 - GAUZE - I don't care where... Gilman with 
ASSFORT, or when SPAZZ toured Japan at Cyclone.... 
they destroy every time. At the Tokyo show, I just 
remember, all the kids were stage diving with huge 
smiles on their faces and you could just endlessly stage 
dive without anyone getting hurt or anything. They play 
with such fury and speed that when it’s over you can’t 
even believe you just saw it. You’re standing there, 
saying what the fuck did I just see. Rumor has it that I 
will be in Tokyo for their anniversary show where they 
will play every song they have written split into two 
sets. I can die a happy man after that show. 

7 - Chicago Festival 2000 - This was truly 
inspirational... just when everyone said that positive, 
energetic, hardcore was dead, this fest consisting of 
mainly young, new bands showed those doubters to be 
full of shit. It was two days of super energetic 
hardcore. LIMPWRIST destroyed, NO JUSTICE got a 50 
person circle pit started on their stick clicks (no joke, 
they hadn't even started playing and kids were going 
ape), LIFES HALT destroyed, THE REAL ENEMY... I 
mean the list goes on. The WxHxN set was the funnest 
set I have ever played live in my life. Anton from 
Underestimated did a killer job with setting it up. 

8 - An all-night show at Gigantic in Tokyo - The 2nd- 
to-last CAPITALIST CASUALTIES show in Tokyo. We 
didn't sleep the night before since we drove straight 
from Osaka to Tokyo, stopping in Shizouka. We get to 
town, go to sleep at 5 in the afternoon, and wake up at 
10pm to go to the show. There was about 12 bands on 
the bill, and we were playing last. The club was called 
Gigantic, cuz it’s the size of a bathroom, but it was so 
awesome. They didn't announce CxCx was playing cuz 
the place was so small, but tons of kids were there. 
Each band blew us away, bands like EXCLAIM, 
CHARM, MORE NOISE FOR LIFE, FLAME, SLIGHT 
SLAPPERS... the list goes on. I was stage diving more 
than I was preparing to play. After the show, I just 
remember talking to kids outside about thrash, and 
watching the sun come up.

• GAUZE at Jam Studo / Shii\juku, Tokyo '82 - It was the 
release party of the legendary "City Rockers" compilation LP 
and other bands on the bill were more like new wavy punk 
bands. Gauze was the only band that you can tag the name 
"hardcore" on. It was my first experience to see a real 
hardcore band with my eyes and I was totally blown away. 
What I witnessed was the dawn of Japanese hardcore and it 
changed my life. The most amazing thing is that they still 
stand strong in today's scene after two fucking decades. 

• Show at Kimono My House / Shinjuku, Tokyo '83 - The 
most influential and legendary hardcore band was on the 

bill.I'm too scared to name them but you can guess who. 

The club was very small and there was no place to run. Some 
people, even some members of the bands who were supposed 
to play, were smashed and bleeding. It was fuckin CHAOS!! I 
can't remember if any band could play or not on that day. Fear. 
Confusion. Roar. That's all what I remember. You had to be 
prepared for chaos when you went to the show around that 
time. It was just like a battlefield. 

• LIP CREAM at Nakano Kokaido / Nakano, Tokyo '88(?) - 
EXTREME NOISE TERROR toured Japan and they played a 
couple of shows in the Tokyo area. This one was the biggest 
show of the whole tour. Many Japanese hardcore bands 
played with them and tons of people showed up. It was the 
heyday of ENT but LIP CREAM even blew them away. Totally 
intense ripping thrash. Just incredible. I've seen them 
several times but this show was outstanding. 

•H.R. at some club in S.F. in '97 and SOUL BRAINS (a.k.a. 
BAD BRAINS) at On Air / Shibuya, Tokyo '00 - 1 used to be 
a big fan of BAD BRAINS and collected not only their records 
but also crazy memorabilia. I even have the box set of their 
live 7" on Caroline; 3 different color vinyls and the 
autographed picture of Dr. Know are put in the special hand- 
screened box! I was just crazy. Those shows completely 
destroyed my love and enthusiasm for the band. To say the 
least, it was awful. For details of H.R. show, please ask Mr. Ken 
Sanderson. Thanks. 

• KISS at Budokan / Kudan, Tokyo '77 - Yes, I saw the 
original KISS!!! I started my R&R life with KISS.

• NAPALM DEATH / ENTOMBED, Riverside, 
Newcastle - Both bands totally ruled, tight as fuck 
and no messing around; myself and a friend spent 
the entire set shouting REPULSION and SIEGE at 
Napalm to wind them up, they didn’t 
(unsurprisingly) do a request for us. also I 
remember there were people, (Ash from SAWN OFF 
/ EMBITTERED being one) who would only "dance" 
to the songs off the first two LPs which was 
hilarious to watch. Entombed took the stage and 
the vocalist was wearing a T-shirt which just read 
"I Eat Christians" which meant they need not have 
played a note and still ruled. Killer gig and as per 
normal crap turnout. 

• DROP DEAD / KITO / SUFFER, Packhorse, Leeds 

- First time D.Dead came over in 95 (?) and people 
were so excited I remember meeting Sned for the 
first time and for once there was a decent turnout. 
This was SUFFER’s first gig or 2nd maybe and they 
fucking slew me. KITO then took up the challenge 
and fucking destroyed us all. When that band fired 
on all cylinders there was no stopping them, one of 
the most overlooked bands. D.DEAD were pretty 
crushing and all but lost out to KITO and they 
(D.Dead) looked confused at the kids 
breakdancing to their set, not really what you 
expect at one of their gigs I guess. 

• SLAYER, anytime - Plain and simple this band 
are the best live band I ever witnessed. Every time 
they just know what to do and the diehard fans go 
mad. How can you come close to this? Reign In 



Blood is still the heaviest LP ever recorded. Hands 
down and over 14 years ago! 

• CRUDOS / RESTARTS / BARCODE BIOPSY, 121 
Squat, London - B.Biopsy were a great two piece 
MITB style band whose drummer was fucking glorious 
to watch, didn’t release anything though and fuck 
knows what happened to them. Restarts didn’t get to 
drink and therefore pulled off a storming set. Then 
CRUDOS came on and they did what we knew they 
could and tore the place up. Everyone^went mental in 
this tiny basement and the PA was getting knocked off 
the chairs. The power and passion of the band was 
amazing; few bands manage to change the way you 
live but I think this band did for a lot of kids. 
Inspirational. Although a week later I put them on in 
Bristol and they got racist taunts and things were 
pretty shitty with the club owners. Oh well. 

• Any 1 in 12 Festival, Bradford - Always great 
gigs and the bands usually make the extra effort to 
put on a good show; the venue is a DIY autonomous 
run venue and has a great atmosphere. Going there 
is actually more than music, half the time it’s just 
hanging out, going for meals and drinks. Some of 
the fests have been amazing, the one which 
featured DROP DEAD, DAMNATION A.D., 
BATTERY, VOORHEES, HARD TO SWALLOW 
springs to mind instantly. Think that was the fest 
where when HTSwallow were playing someone 
threw a monitor into the crowd and amid all the 
chaos and fun people were having, it just fit in and 
no one seemed to notice/care.

JEFF ROBINSON 

1 - GBH / Cro Mags at Ruthies Inn, Berkeley, CA - 

Descended into a massive riot with police and sheriffs 
lining San Pablo Avenue in riot gear and brandishing 
shotguns. Rioting erupted when GBH threw a 12 pack 
of Schaeffer beer into the crowd. A good reason to 
riot, and where the hell do you find Schaeffer beer in 
Cali these days... Barstow? 

2 - DRI, Bay Area, CA, summer 1985 - I saw DRI 15 
times this summer alone. 

3 - My first punk show - Novato Theater, Novato, CA 
- Dead Kennedys, Social Unrest, Descendents & 
Victims Family. 

4 - “Welcome To Venice” Tour, Ruthies Inn - Suicidal 
Tendencies, No Mercy, Excel, Beowulf, etc. - Total 
violence and bloodshed. 

5 - Too many shows at The Farm, SF to mention. 
Listing the bands is enough - Raw Power, BGK, Bad 
Brains, CCM, 7 Seconds, Agression, early Neurosis, 
Christ On Parade, DRI, MDC, etc. (not all on the 
same show dumbass) 

* Honorable mention - various SF metal shows at 
the Kabuki with Raven, Venom, Mercyful Fate, 
Metallica, Exodus, Slayer, Laaz Rockit (just kidding) 
etc. & metal shows at The Stone with Slayer (“Reign 
In Blood” tour warm up gigs - total violence), 
VoiVod, Celtic Frost, Entombed, etc.

Hi Chris! 

First off, thanks for the copy of SFL #6. I 
love it! Wonderful. Marvelous. It's okay. 
Hopefully you er\joyed the copy of People Under 
No King that I gave to you in trade. 

The big reason I'm writing you is about the 
"Gimme Five" article concerning the staff's 
opinions on the five most forgotten HC bands. 
Personally, I find it hard to believe that killer 
bands like the Wretched and Code Of Honor are 
that unheard of, but maybe that's just me. And 
Ken, I remember seeing ads for the Neuroot 
record in old zines and was intrigued. I'd kill for 
a dub of that seven-inch at the very least! I also 
thought I'd throw in my two cents for what it's 
worth with a few forgotten punk bands myself. 
Most of them are local. 

• THE FUCK UPS: Not the European band, but 
from right here in the Bay Area. And probably 
the very first punk band to reside on Mission 
Street, long before bands like Hickey or 
Fuckface. Hence their song "White Boy In The 
Mission" which they were notorious for. I believe 
they were the only local band playing shows at 
the time that didn't get included on the "Not So 
Quiet in the Western Front" comp, probably due 
to the fact that they were way more un-PC than 
most other bands at the time. I'm guessing 
anyway, I was like four years old when that comp 
came out! I love their "FU82" seven-inch! "I think 
you're shit! I think you're fuckin' shit! Think 
what you want of me, but I think you're fuckin' 
SHIT!!" The story behind that record is that one 


of their members actually donated his body for 
medical science to pay for its release. Now 
THAT'S hardcore. It was also rumored that 
vocalist Bob Noxious was a Nazi, but some say 
that he was just putting everyone on. Who can 
you believe? I dunno. And as a side note, one or 
two members did time in Society Dog who are- 
back together now, but that reunion ain't worth 
catching in the least. Fucking burnouts! 

• THE MASKED MEN: Like Jeff said about 
Sairaat Mielet, the Masked Men are more like 
"unheard" than forgotten. However, apparently 
they were huge in Baltimore! At the peak of their 
five-year existence, the Masked Men played 
spastic punk inspired by the likes of 
Rudimentary Peni, the Varukers, and Chaos UK. 
Add on a psychotic vocalist that gave ENT a run 
for their money, plus an unhealthy amount of 
homebrew cider (they didn't call it Mirkwood 
Spider Cider for nothing!) and Carlo Rossi and 
there you have it. They swore that their first 
show was either with Spazz or ETO, they couldn't 
remember. My old band used to play with them 
constantly and those are pleasant memories. The 
Masked Men played maybe twenty shows the 
whole time they were around and never put out a 
record, which is unfortunate. Their last Bay Area 
show was in '97 and just about everyone in the 
audience became a true believer, but too little 
too late. I wish my copy of their demos didn't get 
stolen, otherwise I'd probably still listen to it 
everyday like I used to. 


• THE SLAMBODIANS: They were a little 
before my time, but I found their four-song demo 
while dubbing tapes at Steve List's house and 
loved it. Even the ska shit on the second song! 
The opener, "Slow Ride," is total full speed ahead 
hardcore that had me wanting to turn Steve's 
house into my own one-man pit of destruction. I 
asked a couple old Gilman regulars about them 
and learned that they never got past mid-bill 
status and weren't taken too seriously by Gilman 
booking folks because they committed the crime 
of being from the vapid suburb of Fremont. 

• SUBCULTURE: Great HC from North Carolina 
back in the mid-’80s. Not sure how many records 
they put out, but their "I Heard A Scream" LP is 
every bit as good now as it was when I stumbled 
across it at the age of sixteen. They're kinda in 
the vein of old COC, for anyone that's wondering. 
Greg from Lana Dagales and Jeff seem to be the 
only people that know who they are! 

A couple others: 

• PURE HELL: The first all-black punk band, 
even before the Bad Brains! Or is it "Pure Hell 
from Philadelphia"? 

• JESUS CHRUST: Neil Robinson's band in 
between Nausea and Final Warning. (?) 

• FEARLESS IRANIANS FROM HELL: 

From Texas actually. Their singer really was 
Iranian and sang songs like "Die for Allah." 

• THE MAU MAUS: One of, if not the first, LA 
he bands. Not to be confused with the UK band. 
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Good luck with future zine endeavors!

Thanks for the list. I saw The Slambodians 
many times over the years... one of my old bands 
even played a house party with them in Fremont 
around 1 88 where half of the people there were 
drunk skinheads and the other half were this 
drunken San Jose gang called S.J.F.U. Not 
surprisingly a huge fight broke out and spilled 
out into the street with people getting hit from 
every direction with loose boards and generally 


getting their asses kicked (we managed to get out 
of there unscathed though). In my opinion, The 
Slambodians were a so-so hardcore band who is 
not necessarily worthy of remembering. They had 
a meathead, “tough guy”following which is what 
really gave them the bad rep at Gilman. I don’t 
remember the Masked Men at all. Maybe Spazz 
played with 'em on tour, but at the moment I 
have no idea who they are (were). The Fuck Ups 
put out a great 7” but, like you say ; with Bob 
Noxious being a known Nazi, they can stay 
forgotten and for good reason. 1 bought the 
Subculture album when it came out, listened to 
it, hated it, listened to it again a year later, still 
hated it, then sold it. Sorry maybe it’s just me. 
Around that time, I was at the house of Bob 
Durkee, the guy who released the Subculture 
record... in his garage he still had about 800 of the 
1,000 copies pressed of that album (along with 
most of the other stuff he released on the 
Fartblossom label that never sold). As far as the 
L.A. Mau Maus, I don’t remember when their stuff 
came out, but I’ve always been of the opinion that 
the first L.A. hardcore band (if not the first 
hardcore band anywhere) was Middle Class.... 
check out their “Out Of Vogue” 7” from 1978 or 79 
if you don’t believe me. By the way the zine you 
contribute to is great. It’s nice to finally see a 
good hardcore mag from the Bay A rea. I highly 
recommend it to SF+L readers along with other 
quality HC mags I’ve seen recently like Discordia, 
Mass Movement, Infection, Off Cycle, Unbound, 
Zeen, Rumpshaker, etc.

KENJI: That's true. I like the idea of sleeve art and 
hardcore sounds connected to each other and that would 
make the total impression even stronger. 


KENJI: (laughter) Yeah, it is a weird fusion of sounds, 
but I just wanted to have sounds filtered out by my taste 
and see how would the sounds go together. 


KENJI: 1 knew you were going to ask this question, but I 
wasn’t expecting it this soon (laughter). Well, I have to 
admit that I've never even worn a bandana myself 
(laughter). But, you know, in those early days when there 
was no such genre or style called grunge, emo-core, or even 
melo-core, there were all just "good sounding bands” in the 
beginning. And that's when some new terms or genres would 
be born. "Bandana thrash” is the same thing. People need to 
name this new type of hardcore sound, hut on the other 
hand, when I listen to so-called bandana thrash bands, most 


YOU WERE ALSO DRAWING ALMOST ALL 
OF THE FLYERS... 

KENJI: Yeah, I do draw more skaters to all of our flyers, 
because skating and this thrash heat really go along 
together. This word "thrash” has this retro feeling to it, 
maybe a little hit old fashioned to use this word for sounds, 
but it's so to-the-point when you're describing the hardcore 
sound. And seeing it objectively, the thrash-core we play 
really fits in with those dangerously aggressive skaters. 


of the sounds are so different, I can’t 
really find any similarities in between. 
Some are metal edged, some are really 
tight sounding... I think it is just used 
because it can be easier to sum the sound 
up. So, I wouldn't deny it but I wouldn't 
admit either that we thrash with bandanas. 

BUT YOU WERE USING THAT 
‘THRASHER* LOGO ON YOUR 
1ST EP SLEEVE. I THOUGHT 
YOU GUYS WERE INTO THAT 
TYPE OF SOUND... 

KENJI: That... was just... I was just in 
the mood to use that logo (laughter). I 
know what you mean, but really, it was 



THAT WORD ‘THRASH* HAS 
ALWAYS BEEN USED FOR

KENJI: Yeah, it's blitzkrieg thrash!!! 
Not a bap, but thrash. Not a speed but a full 
speeding dash. When we were recording 
our 1st EP, all we cared about was how 
much we can pull our tension up high, I can 
understand when people listen to it, they 
say it sounds like fastcore, but obviously 
we are not playing like fastcore because 
"speed" is not an important thing to us. We 
need more sliding thrash heats. It is fast, 
hut still you can mosh to it.

AT SOME POINT YOU WERE GETTING 


BUT THAT ARTWORK LOOKED AS IF YOU TIRED OF ALL THOSE FASTCORE BANDS? 


WERE SAYING, ‘WE SKATE ALL THE TIME!’ 

KENJI: That skate thing really came afterwards. It 
wasn’t on purpose... but our sound sure fits with when 
people go out to skate though. 

HOW ABOUT YOU, DO YOU SKATE AT ALL? 

KENJI: Hmni... at most... jumped over a can (laughter), 
that’s about it. None of the other members even touched it 
before, but if we were skating, that's that. Nothing that 
has anything to do with the hand... that's why I drew a 
skater on the sleeve. I just felt like drawing one. 


KENJI: Yeah, too much of those fast/grindcore bands 
were around hack in the mid-90’s.That made me want to 
form a hand with more light, non-grinding sounds. When LOS 
CRUDOS came around, I really thought "This IS the hardcore 
sound!!!” They had the 80’s sound playing in 90's intensity, 
that meant a lot to me. Then me and Jtmya (guitar) were 
talking ahout all those OUTO, GAUZE type of Japanese 
hardcore hands because that was our 80's sound, stuff we 
grew up with. We wanted to start a band with those sounds 
we used to listen to when we were in high school. And at 
the same time we wanted to put some light, bubbling FYP 
type hardcore, along with the melodic choruses. 


BUT THE SOUND OF RAZORS EDGE AND 
THAT ARTWORK SEEMED TO BE 
SOMEWHAT LINKED TOGETHER. 


THAT'S A VERY... AN INCOHERENT 
COMBO OF SOUNDS... 


AND THAT’S BECOME THE BASIS FOR THE 
BAND RAZORS EDGE... 

KENJI: Well,the base of our sound would be fhe 
COMES, STALIN, that kind of 80’s punk. Might be GASTUNK 
as well. In a much deeper root of our sound, there's 
definitely a rock influence. We do have fast, light 
stumbling taste, but still have thrashing riffs, as well as 
the forwarding rocking riffs. That’s what we did really, we 
never thought ahout going backwards to the 80's 
skatecore or anything. 
We just did what we 
wanted to do... 

I THOUGHT I'D 
BE HEARING 
MORE U.S.-BAND 
INFLUENCES... 

KENJI: We sure do 
have elements from U.S. 
hardcore. I really like 
that dry, tingling sound, 
but I personally think 
we play more... thinner- 
sniffing type (laughter... 
note; we sniff thinner, 
instead of glue) I think Jap punk has more energetic heated 
up sounds than the US simply because we're Japanese and 
Jap hardcore is really a one of a kind thing we can only be 
proud of among the whole Japanese music scene. 

SO, YOU WERE BASICALLY INTO JAP 
HARDCORE MORETHAN U.S. HARDCORE?? 

KENJI: It's not that I only have one interest, hut just 
Jap-core bands are the stuff I grew up on, all their 
influences come out just naturally into our music. You 
know, most of the people spent a really sensitive time in 
high school and the music you listen to most during that 
time will stay in yon for a long time. 

BUT STILL, THOSE SONGS ON THE 1ST EP 
SOUNDED REALLY U.S.-ISH TO ME... 

KENJI: I'm really into U.S. hardcore. The way they look 
and their attitude as well. They never are so... overdone, or 
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not heavily done. It's not just fast, but has pure hardcore 
speed and can keep their tensions as high as they can go. 
It's this brutal intoxication and speed feeling with the 
choruses that are louder than the vocalist (laughter). 
Everything is too much, too high, that unusualness is 
balanced. I think that is real thrash. So that's no doubt 
people would think about us as a U.S. style band. 

BUT THEN, FOR THE LATEST ALBUM, IT 
DOES HAVE A MORE 80'S JAP HC 
FEELING THAN BEFORE. 

KENJI: Hhhmmmm, I didn't intend to make it as a Jap HC 
style record, we just threw everything we had in. It became 

more of a discography - 

album, but on the other 
hand, when we were 
mixing down the 1st ER 
like GANG GREEN 
snorting coke, we 
wanted quasi-thinner 
sniffing sound quality. 

(laughter) 

SO THEN, IT’S 
MORE LIKE... IT 
HAPPENED TO 
SOUND LESS U.S. 

AND MORE JAP 
SOUNDING... 

KENJI: I don’t know... we just made a step closer to 
our goal. This record, I think, is part of our goal... 

WHAT IS YOUR GOAL?? 

KENJI: When we first went into studio, which was 
around late '96,1 listened to this song that Junya brought in 
and I just said, "Hey, sounds really cool." I immediately felt 
Razors Edge sounds were formed already (laughter). Since 
then we’ve been trying to write a song that would even sound 
better than that song ("Born Again” that is), which was really 
catchy, yet has the punching thrash rhythm, it’s compacted, 
and has melodic choruses.... I can't really find the exact 
word to describe this, but it was simple yet somewhat deep. 
This is all up to your sense really. How you manage to give a 
musical shape to your feelings. It's a really difficult thing to 
figure out how you do it, but you have to keep trying. 

WELL, HOW DO YOU COMPARE YOUR 
ALBUM TO THE PREVIOUS STUFF THEN? 
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KENJI: Hhhmmmm... more than that, I've never 
thought that recording an album could be such a drag 
(laughter). How could you record 14 songs? When we 
were working on the 1st EP, all we needed was an impact. 
It's this flow from side A to B, we could just run through 
with an impact. But for an album, people have to listen to 
it all the way through. The order of songs bothered me a 
lot, despite that we don't have many songs to choose from 
in the first place. We will never be a mass producer... 

SO, IT TOOK THAT LONG TO WRITE AN 
ENTIRE ALBUM’S WORTH OF SONGS? 

KENJI: When we started working on the 
album, it was January or February of last 
year. Then we ended up going into the studio 
in late December of the same year. By that 
time we had about 12 to 13 songs and needed 
one or two more songs to till in. We've never 
been a band who could go record a song 
right after we write one. It needs to be 
rehearsed or at least practiced until we 
could hear the songs showing each members 
personalities. After everyone gets to play in 
their own style, then we finally go into 
studio to record. That's why it takes such a 
long time. 
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HAVING SUCH FLEXIBILITY AS WELL... 

KENJI: I wanted to include some extreme feeling on 
the album. It's the other way of representing intensity. 

HEARING ALL THIS, IT MAKES ME 
THINK THAT YOU ARE PERFECTIONISTS 
WHO REALLY THINK IT OUT... 

KENJI: But that never shows on stage at all.(laughter) 

SO ALL THIS MUSIC CAN'T BE DONE BY 
BEING FULL OF ENERGY OR EMOTIONS... 

KENJI: That’s why I keep setting my senses up high. 

But luckily enough, I have great members 
who can play their instruments without 
me telling each of them the details of 
the songs. I never have to be so 
demanding on them. We can just play out 
by our... groove? I don’t know. And that 
would make our originality something 
special. 


IN THAT WAY WOULD YOU 
THINK YOU COULD PUT 
EVERYTHING INTO THE 
ALBUM?? 


IT TOOK ALMOST A YEAR JUST 
TO PRACTICE OVER AND OVER? 

KENJI: Actually,it’s more like preparation of the songs 
than practicing. Basically, I want everything perfectly 
done. Of course, having spontaneous hursts is important, 
but to have that, I want everything well calculated and to 
be played in the certain level which then would give more 
strong aggression to the sound. 

SOUNDS LIKE YOU ARE REALLY STRICT 
WITH WHAT YOU DO... 

KENJI: I guess so. If I wouldn’t be so strict on myself, 
then I'd just have big regrets afterwards. But at the same 
time, there's a song like "Life" (track 12) which is a really 
short song. This is the only song we wrote during the 
actual recordings. Junya suddenly came up with these 
thrashy riffs, so we just went blast with it. I guess it 
turned out quite good... 


KENJI: To be honest, we could put 
absolutely everything in until we hum 
out and lose ourselves (laughter). We 
are totally white in our heads now (our heads are empty - 
Ed.), we're even feeling a little bit unsettled about what 
we should do from now on...

SO HERE'S AN INTERVIEW WITH 
PROBABLY ONE OF, IF NOT THE MOST, 
WELL KNOWN CURRENT UK HARDCORE 
BANDS. THEY’VE BEEN TREADING THE 
BOARDS SO TO SPEAK FOR ALMOST TEN 
YEARS NOW AND SEEM TO HAVE AT LAST 
REAPED THE BENEFITS OF STICKING IT 
OUT, WITH A FEAST OF NEW RELEASES 
AND FUTURE ONES IN THE PIPELINE. 
THEY SEEM TO BE ON A ROLL AND WITH A 
STABLE LINE-UP FOR ONCE. IF YOU LIKE 
YOUR HARDCORE STRIPPED DOWN AND 
PISSED OFF THEN LOOK NO FURTHER. 

Bive us a history of the band for starters. 

LECKY: 1987: The MACDONALDS which 
became STEADFAST. STEADFAST 
contained Sean Readman, Paul Rugman- 
Jones, and myself. FALSE FACE had 
Gary Cousins and Darrell Hindley. KNOW 
YOUR ENEMY had Gary, Darrell, and me, 
and became VOORHEES. IRONSIDE had 
Richard Armitage and Andrew Wright. 
VENGEANCE OF GAIA was Steve Stewart 
and David Allen. The reason we have 
had so many line up changes is because 
we've been around for over nine years. 
David, the first bass player left because 
he was more into rave than punk, but he 
didn’t tell us he was gonna guit, he just 
moved away and never got in touch. 
Darrell left to go to college, Gary left 
cause Darrell left, Michael left because 
he didn't like touring with us because 
we all used to argue with each other. 
Sean slapped him in the face at the end 
of the first US tour. Sean left because 
he wasn't enjoying it anymore; he didn’t 


want to tour either. Graeme left to go 
live in California, but it didn't work and 
he wanted to come back but we'd 
already got James. Gareth got kicked 
out cause he was a bad drummer and 
people kept telling us so. Paul left to go 
and work in London. Andrew got kicked 
out because he didn’t turn up to practice 
and we could only play at weekends 
cause he lived in Manchester and had no 
transport. I guess it all boils down to 
the fact that I was in Yorkshire and 
everybody else was in Durham. I wanted 
to achieve more and take it further than 
anyone else, so I always put pressure on 
the others to get what I want. 

You've all been involved within the UK 
"scene" for, oh, I don't know, ages 
now; what do you feel has changed for 
the better since the late ‘BOs when 
things just died off? 

ARMS: I think that the scene moves in 
two or three year cycles usually driven 
by backlashes to different trends. The 
UK scene has been poor for a long time 
now, but was really bad back then due 
to crap UK bands, stale old US bands 
being brought out here to tour, a split 
between the crusties and straightedge 
scene, the emergence of emo, etc. In 
my view, the world hardcore scene in 
the late ‘80s and early ‘90s was largely 
ruined by a backlash to the excitement 
of the‘88 straightedge explosion, which 
sent too many of the established bands 
away from hardcore down the road of 
writing rock-based songs (Into 


Another? What the fuck was all that 
about?), wearing stupid grown-ups 
clothes (remember Gorilla Biscuits’first 
Euro tour when they wore loafers and 
polo necks?!), spending money on 
expensive production jobs (Chung King 
Can Suck It), and numerous other 
crimes. In addition, a lot of the bigger 
US bands that were considered part of 
the scene around totally stepped away 
from it and got huge, which in turn 
encouraged a lot of people within the 
worldwide scene to drop down a level 
and go more underground. Things might 
have been poor in the UK for one reason 
or another, but think about the legacy 
left by some of the influential bands of 
the late ‘80s - Breakdown, Infest, Larm, 
Slapshot, Integrity, Youth of Today, Life’s 
Blood, No Comment, Cro-Mags and on 
and on. I think that since the late ‘80s 
and early‘90s hardcore consumers have 
got a lot more demanding, and are now 
less willing to buy stale, tired music 
just because the band playing it 
promotes a fashionable ideology or fits 
in with a certain sub-scene. Hopefully 
the popularity of nu-metal won’t impact 
on our scene too much. The current 
crop of what I consider genuine 
hardcore bands are helping make 
today's scene exciting and fresh - Kill 
Your Idols, WHN?, Nine Shocks Terror, 
Life’s Halt, DS-13, Out Cold, Crispus 
Altucks,A Poor Excuse,Nerve Agents. 
STEVE: I got into the HC/Punk scene in the 
late ‘80s so everything even then was 
fresh and vibrant to me, a huge difference 
from the thrash metal/crossover scene 
that I was previously involved in. There 
was a good scene in the north-east of 
England back then but bands broke up, 
kids moved on and it died a death by 
1993. There must only be a handful of 
people still around from that time. I can't 
say that I'm too into what's going on in 
the UK scene these days. Too much emo, 
too much metal, way too much pop and not 
enough honesty. Bands that folks should 
check out are Imbalance, Shank, 30 
Seconds To Armageddon, Urko, 
Dumbstruck, Armour of God, Southport, the 
Propagumbhis & Dead Inside. 


Punk or hardcore? If you had to choose 
one to describe your music / band, 
which one and why? 

STEVE: I’m a punk and I play in a 
hardcore band. 

ARMS: Negative Approach was hardcore 
- therefore we are hardcore. 

What do your family/friends (ifyou have 
any!)/ work-mates make ofyour band? 

ARMS: My wife, Sue, is extremely proud 
of us, despite the fact that she dislikes 
the music intensely. The rest of my 
family and my friends are proud, too, 
but they prefer to "appreciate our 
talent" from a distance. 

What do you all do outside the band, as 
you seem to tour guile a lot? 

STEVE: Dave answers phones, Arms 
works at a bank, Steve co-runs a record 
shop, Lecky co-runs a skateboard shop 
and Atko does fuck all. 

How come you've been over to the 
States twice (?) now and most UK bands 
can only dream of it? How do you 
manage it financially? 

STEVE: Voorhees has been to the states 
three times now. As I'm the new boy 
and have only been once, you should 
ask Lecky or Arms for further details. 

I do know that the last time we lost a 
bit of money and the other times they 
just broke even. As we only tour once 
a year, we consider these trips as 
holidays and tend not to worry too 
much about the cheddar. 

Is it true Lecky had a fight with one of 
25 Ta Life whilst on tour with them? (a 
rumour I’ve heard, care to clear it up?) 

LECKY: No, I had a fight with Crazy 
Chris from the Path Of Resistance. He 
was sat on the stage during our first 
show in the US with Hatebreed and 25 
Ta Life 4 I asked him to.move. He 
refused so I kicked him off, literally, 
and then it turned into a fight. The 
lights were turned out during this and 
when they were switched back on he 
was nowhere to be found and I 
discovered that myself and Paul, our 
old bass player were punching each 
other in the dark. Duh! 
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What happened to the time when 
Voorhees was considered a straightedge 
band and now it seems to be full of 
drinkers? Who lost the edge first? 

LECKY: We were never a straightedge 
band but three out of five of the first 
line up were straight until we recorded 
the "Violent" EP. I'm still straight but 
as people came and went in the band, 
the replacements have all been drunken 
fools. I mean, who else would want to 
join a band as dumb as this? 

With your tough guy image, has anyone 
on tour (Ilk or abroad) ever tried to 
make you live up to it and challenge 
you lot to a scrap? 

STEVE: I don't think we have a tough 
guy image. As soon as people meet us 
they realise that we're a bunch of soft 
fools with big mouths. 

Any scary/funny tour stories? 

ARMS: On the second IIS tour Lecky fell 
down a twelve-foot deep storm drain 
during piss break in the middle of a 
night drive to Providence, Rhode Island. 
When we played in Lima, Ohio me and 
Atko got in some guy's truck to go get 
beers from a store in town, and the 
whole back seat was covered in 
women’s lingerie. That was quite 
uncomfortable. At Ben from Drop 
Dead's house we slept on the floor 
under the maniacal gave of that weird 
guy that used to play bass in Drop Dead 
whilst he sat in a rocking chair. When 
we woke up in the morning he was still 
sitting there watching us with his crazy 
eyes. Anyone who has met him knows 
how disturbing this was. On the third 
IIS tour, we stayed at a motel in Big 
Otter, West Virginia. I got drunk real 
fast and wanted to go out "hunting 
bears." As I opened the door to go out 
into the night two-shotgun blasts went 



off very close, so I closed the door and 
got into bed without saying a word. In 
Europe this year we stayed up drinking 
all night in bars in Berlin, and whilst I 
was arguing with some Turks about 
random numbers they had written down 
on small pieces of paper, a typical 
German mullet-headed rock fan started 
fighting Atko. Luckily we usually have 
our Director of Foreign Affairs, Will 
Tarrant from Chainsaw Safety Records, 
with us to iron out such inconveniences. 
You may want to check our website for 
photos of some of the oddballs we’ve 
came across on the last couple of tours. 

Lyrically, I guess some of the things 
you come out with (e.g. "More Violence 
in Hardcore", "Heroin is Fun" and, oh, 
at least ten songs dealing with fighting 
and violence) are not exactly in line 
with typical HC / punk views, do you 
ever get pulled up on them? 

ARMS: No one ever says anything about 
any of our lyrics for some reason. 
"Heroin is Fun" is probably our most 
requested song live. 

LECKY: About "More Violence in 
Hardcore"... you can print the lyrics as 
long as you put the explanation on there, 
too. Basically "More Violence..." was 
written in response to all the crazy dancing 
we saw in the IIS. On our first tour with 
Hatebreed and 2b Ta Life, people were just 
windmilling and karate kicking the shit out 
of each other, and I personally used to get 
shit from people at shows for bumping into 
them while dancing, I wasn't trying to be 
tough or anything,! just like to leap around 
but I guess it must look worse than that to 
outsiders. But I never intend to hurt 
anyone. Anyway this song is just a piss take 
and I was trying to point out it could be a 
lot worse. I was never too sure if that’s 
how it would be taken, so I never let anyone 
see the lyrics just to be on the safe side.

The lyrics to "Feminist" (which was a 
pre-Steadfast song by The MacDonalds) 
which we recorded on the "What You 
See Is What You Get" EP are much 
worse. Other things that no one has 
given us any shit for is the backtrack 
on the first EP where Sean says 
"misogyny" before the start of 
"Adulteress" which is about burying 
your wife alive if she cheats on you like 
the Romans did; the lyrics to "Punk Slut 
You Suck" (P.S.Y.S.) from the 
demo/flexi; the fact that we steal 
layouts from old bands' records and 
steal riffs from their songs. 

Also dealing with lyrics, do you think 
the lyrics have "matured" as time has 
worn on? I mean the lyrics on "Spilling 
Blood..." seem a lot more 
confrontational and hate filled than say 
the "13" LP which is lyrically a bit more 
open to individual interpretation. Are 
you still as pissed as in the old days? 



ARMS: I think that the lyrics on our 
newer releases are still aggressive, and 
in many cases angrily challenge subjects 
from more original angles than some of 
the earlier stuff. I try to write lyrics on 
different issues and from different 
perspectives. Some of them are 
impartial and observational, while 
others are more direct and involved. 
There are only so many songs you can 
write about expressing rage through 
violence before getting jaded. I always 
write the music before the lyrics, and 
write a bunch of songs all around the 
same time. Sometimes because I try to 
mix up as many different song 
structures as possible, sections of lyrics 
from one song get cut and added into 
another, so we have do some songs that 
cover more than one theme or issue. 

What's the plan for the future regards 
releases and tours etc? 

LECKY: The reason we have so many 
releases coming out now is because we 
all live close enough (except James 
who is temporarily living in London) to 
be able to practice every week, so we 
just keep writing new stuff, and 
everyone actually gets along with each 
other and it is much more fun to do 
now than it ever has been. 

STEVE: Tour-wise we hope to get over to 
the USA again next year. West coast 
this time. We also hope to play some 
shows in Finland and maybe Ireland, too. 
We’ll also continue to play sporadic 
shows with shitty bands across the UK 
until the day we die. As for records, we 
always have a bunch of shit to come out. 
At the moment we're waiting for split 
EPs with Kill Your Idols (this is now 
out!), Insult (DYS covers) 4 F-Minus to 
be released. There will also be a 12" 
release of the Out Cold split (on 
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Deranged) as well as a newly re-mastered 
repress of the first LP with a CD release to 
follow. Also the Devoid of Faith split LP is 
gonna be on CD. There is a track that’s going 
to be on a Negative Approach covers LP (on 
Eyeball), also a track on a Negative FX covers 
7" Gen from Ruido is putting out. Right now 
we're writing songs for our third LP, which we 
hope to record early next year, which will be 
released by Six Weeks. 






I take it the "Bookburner" EP back sleeve is 
meant to look like the Citizens Arrest back 
sleeve of their LP. An) other cheek) things 
we should look out for on )our artwork etc? 

LECKY: The front of the "Violent" EP looks 
like the Negative Approach EP, the back of the 
"Spilling Blood..." LP is copied from SSD's 
"Get it Away" LP, and the centre labels are 
copied from the Embrace LP. 

An) final comments, etc.? 

LECKY: The Northern Wolfpack was first 
mentioned on the No Way Out demo, and was 
just a joke really. Then when Slapshot did 
their first UK tour all the Liverpool and 
Bradford straightedge kids were following 
them around and called themselves the 
Northern Wolfpack. I was living in Durham at 
the time so I had no involvement and wasn't 
considered as a part of all that. Then when 
the scene started to get a bit better again in 
'92, Nick Royles kept mentioning the 
Northern Wolfpack in the How We Rock 
newsletter but it never really existed then 
either. I was living in Bradford by this time 
and we (Nick, Arms, Doug from Ironside/Iron 
Monkey, and myself) used to prank call 
people and threaten that the Northern 
Wolfpack was gonna beat them up. We called 
Decadence Within a few weeks before they 
were due to play the 1inl2 and they pulled 
the gig from fear of getting beat up. People 
keep talking about the Northern Wolfpack 
who have no idea what it was, as if it was 
some big crew or gang, but it was all bullshit 
really... A real gang we had following us 
around when we toured with Slapshot in ‘92 
was the Voorhees Violence Crew. The 
"Violent" EP had just come out and there 
were about eight friends from Durham who 
were really into us so we took them on tour 



with us. They were all into fighting and causing shit. One guy, Joe was the head doorman 
of a nightclub but he was banned from working so he had to do it secretly, so if the cops 
came he had to hide. The nightclub owners didn’t dare sack him, he really loves beating 
the shit out of people. Another guy was The Fat German. He wasn’t actually German but 
people used to think he was a Nazi when he was younger but they didn’t dare say it to 
him so he became known as The Fat German; he must be about 25 stone. There were 
various others, too, but they were just kids trying to be hard.

JON HRS BEEN R MAJOR CONTRIBUTOR TO THE 
EKTREME HARDCORE UNDERGROUND EVER SINCE HIS 
DISCHARGE FROM THE ARMY AFTER THE CIVIL WAR... 
WELL, MRVBE NOT QUITE THAT LONG... BUT LONG 
ENOUGH THAT HIS LABEL SRTAN'S PIMP RECORDS AND 
HIS BRNO GOB (RENO) HAVE BECOME SYNONYMOUS 
WITH THE SCENE. SRTRN'S PIMP IS ONE OF ONLY R 
VERY SMALL HANDFUL OF LABELS THAT I WILL BUY 
RECORDS FROM AUTOMATICALLY, WHETHER I HAVE 
HEARD OF THE BRNO OR NOT. SIMPLY BECAUSE THE 
CONSISTENT HIGH QUALITY HRS WON OVER MY 
TRUST. TO SRY I AM R "FAN" WOULD BE AN 
UNDERSTATEMENT. I TRY AND DO RN INTERVIEW 
WITH GOB EVERY COUPLE OF YEARS OR SO... THIS 
TIME I DECIDED TO EHPRND THE FOCUS OF THE 
INTERVIEW MORE TO THE LABEL RS A WHOLE. 


History lessons suck but is there any kind of story 
behind the birth of Satan's Pimp Records? 

SP. In 1992 the label started basically to release Gob 
records, but since I'm addicted to stress, the idea 
of releasing other people's records came to mind, 
fit this point, there have been 34 Satan's Pimp 
releases, which may seem like a small number of 
records for eight years, but it hasn't been easy. 

Has anyone gotten their underwear in a real bind 
over the label's name? 

SP. Most people just laugh. My mom 
hates the name though. I think 
some people might be offended, 
but don't want to say anything to 
my face. The postal workers love 
it. Well, most of them do at 
least. I've heard about some 
parents being really frightened that 
their child had an interest in Satanism, 
but I hear these things second hand 
so it's hard to be sure. 

When you run a label and are 
also in bands do you ever feel 
like you have to find some 
sort of balance between 
releasing your own stuff and 
stuff for other people? 


SP. Yeah, it's a difficult balance sometimes. The 
label was started to release records by "my 
bands", but the priority seems to be in releasing 
other bands lately. 

What are some of the Satan’s Pimp releases you are 
most pleased with over the years? 

SP. I've been really happy with the newer releases. 
I'd say that within the last couple years, I haven't 
been too disappointed with anything. I feel like I'm 
finally getting a grasp on this whole label thing. 

Rny you totally regret having released? 

SP. Yes, but if you can't say something nice... 

You have done some really unique things with 
releases over the years like the White 7" with the 
clear packaging and the sandpaper, the one sided 
Gob 7" with one-of-a-kind covers, the Spazz/Gob 
split packaged like guitar strings and lots of 
others. Do you make It a point to try to think of 
odd things to do for releases? 

SP. I'm not so sure if I try to think of odd things. I 
can't take credit for all the packaging ideas. I 
encourage the bands to come up with ideas 
because the band probably has a better idea of how 
to represent themselves than I do. Most bands have 
a very clear idea of what they want from the 
beginning. There have been a few very elaborate 
ideas that I wish I would've had the money to do. 
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So what band project* are you doing now? I 
guess GOB is nearing its end? 

Sfc The latest project I'm working on is Iron Lung. 
It's a guitar/drums duo. Jensen from Redrum/Vae 
Victis plays drums and I play guitar. We both do 
vocals. It's pretty similar to Kralizec. We just 
finished recording for a full length. We are both 
pleased with the way it turned out. Also, I play in 
Vae Yictis, which will be finishing up the second 
LP and a 7" for El Sabado Records. Gob is actually 
reforming after close to a two year hiatus. Greg 
from Lana Dagales has agreed to join as our new 
bass player. We will be recording this winter. 

What releases are on the horizon for Satan's Pimp? 

Sfc Next up is a Molehill 12" e.p. which will be co¬ 
released with Boredom Noise (Greg from Lana 
Dagales/Mr. Brainoil) and a 7" by fl Death Between 
Seasons (split w/Hide the Bodies). The Jesus 
Philbin CD is the newest release, and it marks the 
beginning of a more experimental era for Satan's 
Pimp. Also in the works are records by 
Wormwood, Lana Dagales, Shedwellaz, Hawg 
Jaw, Society of Friends and quite a few more. The 
label is and will be keeping me quite busy. 


You have co-released things with a lot of different 
labels over the years; what advantages are there to 
co-releasing things?

SP-. You ask some pretty tough questions, Jeb. 
Well, there have been a few popular items-. The

Sfc Oh yeah, there are still some copies of most of 
the back catalog available. 

You run a label, work in a record store, are In 
bands and do interviews about music with no 
talent hacks... How do you keep from getting 
Jaded? Or are you? 

Sfc Kill me. No, I'm just kidding. I love music and 
I love what I do. No matter how difficult it gets 
sometimes, there will always be something that 
keeps my devotion alive. Which no talent hack 
are you referring to? 

Urn... It is my job to ask the questions here buck- 
a-roo... Have you mellowed at all with age? 

Sfc Notwithstanding my triple-bypass surgery, I 
would say-NOM! Well, OK, maybe a little. At 
shows, I bleed a lot less than I used to. I don't 
know. I'll say yes and no. 

Rny last words or other statements of anti¬ 
social activism? 

$fc I just want to thank you. I'll leave the anti¬ 
social activism to the experts.

E: Very true. I have no part in fighting over our own 
releases, though. 

K: We've actually had to order extra colored copies of 
the last record since we need to have x number of them 
to satisfy our own record collections. And we had to 
trade a few, of course.

Let me start by asking you if the fact there are about a 
million bands out there with the name DAYBREAK has 
caused you any grief? 


for doing that. The funniest review I've seen for that record 
is the one done by a British kid who didn't understand the 
spoof at all. He just kept commenting on the fact that Tony 
was wearing a MEGA CITY FOUR shirt in the artwork. The kid 
had probably never even heard of CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER. 

K: Those crazy Brits. 

T: Hah. Well, to be honest, that was the very first record I had 
ever heard that turned me on to "fast" music like that. All 
these years later it is still one of my all time favorites. I was 
not sure we were going to be able to pull off the parody but 
when I saw the sketches that Whitney had done I knew it 
would be great. As a side note, Scott Peterson (C.S. drummer) 
saw it and liked it so that made everyone pretty happy. 


T: The band does not effect my personal life that much. It 
does give me an outlet to jump around and scream and in 
that way it helps reduce stress generated in my daily cycle 
of misery, but I know that you really want to know if I get 
girls this way. The answer is no, damn it, no. 

E: Kinda hinders, I have a lot going on right now. Trying to 
focus ALL my time into skateboarding and being in a band 
doesn't really mix. 

K: It hinders my life in a lot of ways. Now that I'm a 
graduate student (read: slave), I have minimal time to get 
anything done, and 99% of that time gravitates around 
doing menial band things like constantly reminding 
everyone to show up at band practice, etc. 

DAYBREAK seems to incorporate a lot of different vibes in 
the music. Is that a conscious decision or just a result of 
the input of different members of the band? 


B: Not really any grief yet, I'm not really sure if any of those 
bands are still together or even know we exist. 

T: So far no problems at all. I think any band that is in the 
punk or hardcore scene would have an understanding like, 
"Damn, if we were both cheesy enough to use an UP FRONT 
song as a name we should probably just do a split or 
something". I don't think the Christian techno DAYBREAK 
would feel the same way however. 

E: No, I've never heard any of them. 


E: We wanted a good cover. Seeing that we have no 
creativity on our own, we stole someone else's idea. 

I've heard that the members of DAYBREAK are such record 
collecting geeks that you even fight over collectible versions 
of your own releases... true or vicious lies started by your 
enemies to discredit you in the eyes of the voting public? 

B: All lies. 

T: Urn.... yeah let me just say that when we got the test 


B: Not a conscious decision at all, we all listen to a lot of 
different music. Actually, I think we wear our influences 
on our hypothetical sleeves, but mostly just a result of 
what we're going for when we're writing; we'll be writing 
and something will just kinda click, and we take it from 
there.

T: Well, we have this formula worked out and if we write a 
song and it does not fit into it then out it goes. ALL + VOIVOD 


K: Maybe someone might confuse us for one of them and 
actually like us. That would be great! 

The last time I interviewed you DAYBREAK had only 
released one 7". You've been pretty busy recording since 
then. Can you get me up to date on current and impending 
DAYBREAK releases? 

T: Well, since then we recorded the songs for the ULTIMATE 
WARRIORS split that was released by Robodog, and 17 more 
songs that will be on our side of the split 12 inch with 
GODSTOMPER on At A Loss Records. One of those songs is 
also our track on the s.f.l. comp but with different lyrics. 

B: And then we have to go into the studio for the Reptilian 
“666” box set, but after that, it's up in the air. 

K: We're pondering a number of splits right now, but 
nothing is definite... we need to get our asses in gear and 
record some new material. 

On the ULTIMATE WARRIORS split your side of the cover is a 
great spoof on the first CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER album. There 
has got to be a good story behind that... 

B: Well, we are huge CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER fans, and pretty 
much we were looking for a record cover to spoof, that one 
just fit perfectly. The cover was actually done by Chris’ 
girlfriend, Whitney Dail; we mistakenly did not give her credit

C: I don’t think it’s a conscious decision at all. I do think 
that we are doing something pretty original with 
DAYBREAK though, and that comes from all of us listening 
mostly to stuff that isn’t related to the genre that 
DAYBREAK seems to be pigeonholed in. 

E: Yeah, I'm really into youth crew and good pop-punk... 
ALL, DOUGHBOYS, LEATHERFACE. Chris and Tony don't like 
anything unless it's from England. Anything that's 
terrible, Blake likes and Keeve really likes. 

K: Our musical tastes could not possibly diverge any 
more. Everyone in the band will most likely say that every 
other person in the band listens to utter crap (unless 
there is some ass-kissing going on) and that he listens to 
the best stuff, like in the case of everyone except for 
Blake and I, ALL is the only band that matters. Blah. 

It is all the rage for political campaigns to select a 
"theme song". Which DAYBREAK song would make the best 
theme song for a presidential campaign? 

B: None that I know of, but it should be. I think that any 
BOSTON song would make a great campaign theme. 

T: I would say none as we are completely apolitical in almost 
every way. 

E- Mini-ramp Massacre. 

K: Gone Fishin'. 

Describe the average DAYBREAK fan. 

B: Keeve will say we have no fans, but I'd say our typical 
fan is usually someone who goes to a lot of shows, like our 
roadie John Falk (he's actually the 6th member); he is our 
typical fan, knocking us over, yelling the words and 
generally harassing us between songs. 

T: Poor guy...his girlfriend dumped him, his friends hate him and 
he only has his record collection to keep him happy. Or, poor 
girl... her boyfriend is fucking her roommate and spreading lies 
about her. Her only friend is her record collection. 

E: They have to be deaf to really like us. 

K: Hah! You think we have fans. 

Has the band ever talked about doing something for the sole 
purpose of taking your fans totally by surprise? 

B: Yeah, we have. We were thinking about writing a two hour 
long opus about "Milo and Otis", the movie, or "Babe: A Pig 
in the City". We were also thinking about playing a show 
skydiving and the people in attendance would have to jump 
with us. We've bounced ideas against a wall, but nothing's 
really quite stuck just yet. 

T: I think that anything that would totally take them by 
surprise would probably be resigned to side-project 
bands but that said we are definitely heading in a way 
more melodic direction on the GODSTOMPER split and 
that might turn a few heads. 

E: Once, we played a show with a lot of crust bands and Tony 
sprayed the crowd with air freshener. 

K: Once again there's that "fans" concept. 

Now that SPAll has broken up is there any meaning left in life? 
B: Yes, there is still Bass Ale that has yet to be consumed. 

T: Other than the "Iron Chef 1 and ALL I would say nope. 

E: It sucks, but I'm sure I'll manage. 

K: Sure! There's still ANCIENT CHINESE SECRET. 

One of the things I hate the most about doing a zine is trying 
to come up with new combinations of adjectives to try and 





describe bands... what are five adjectives that best 
describe DAYBREAK? 

B: That’d be Sensitive, Oligarchal, Phlegmatic, 
Patronizing, and Vanilla-like. 

T: Obsessive, hyper-melodic, silly, satanic, geeked. 

C: I'd say melodic, fast, a bunch of ALL rip-off riffs, more 
ALL rip -off riffs, and fast. I know I said fast twice. We are. 

K: Dysfunctional, dysfunctional, dysfunctional, 
dysfunctional, and passive-aggressive. 

What are some common misconceptions about DAYBREAK? 

B: That we have a sense of humor, that's usually the most 
common. There is also the misconception that we are 
actually people, that's right kids, we're were-goats. Also, 
we actually are very handsome young men. 

T: Well, that review in MRR kinda made it seem like we just 
started listening to this type of music even though I am 
twenty-eight goddamn years old!! Other than that, 
everything people think is prolly true. 

C: We are not a grindcore band, goddammit! I mean it. A 
blast beat doesn’t make you a fucking grindcore band. 

E: That we all like each other. 

K: Everyone seems to think (at least in some of the 
reviews that I've seen) that we're trying to decide on 
some style, and that we're failing at pigeonholing 
ourselves. We won't decide. *Ahem* Sorry, I meant to 
say we're really just a cock rock band with an 
intensified amount of intra and inter-band squabbles. 

Any final words or threats? 

B: Thanks. 

T: I declare war on all R.l. inspired art-punk. I am listening 
to BIG DRILL CAR as I answer these questions 

C: Look for the next DAYBREAK release to be a cover of the 
DOUGHBOYS "Crush" LP in it’s entirety. I mean that, too. 

E: Yeah, kiss my ass, say grace and leave this place... 
VIVA LA VORTEX!!!!!! 

K: Live long and prosper, you Romulan-lookin' jerks.

IN THE BEGINNING OF 1999 I WAS 
APPROACHED BY OUR FRIEND ILJA AT A 919 
IN THE KOPI IN BERLIN AND ASKED WHETHER 
WE WERE INTERESTED IN TOURIN9 ISRAEL 
ANYTIME. THINKIN9 OF IT AS A PRETTY 
UNLIKELY PLACE FOR PUNK ROCK, I COULDN'T 
EXACTLY BRIN9 MYSELF TO 9IVE MUCH 
SERIOUS TH0U9HT TO THE IDEA AND 
SUBSEQUENTLY SHELVED IT IN ONE OF THE 
DEEPER RE9I0NS OF MY MIND. UP TO THAT 
POINT, I WAS NOT AWARE OF ANY TYPE OF 
PUNK SCENE IN ISRAEL WHATSOEVER AND IT 
SEEMED AS FAR AWAY AS THE MOON. BUT 
THIN9S WERE SOON TO CHAN9E... 

My buddy Jena was setting up a Eurepean 
teur fer CODE 13 and selidly appreaching 
hia first nerveus breakdawn. Te wake 
things even were cewplicated, it had 
been agreed te fit in ene week in the 
Middle East in additien te the eight 
weeks the Harley Punkers frew 
Minneapelis were deing in Eurepe. The 
eutcewe ef this trip was tetally up te 
speculatien because CODE 13 were the 
first lnternatienal D.I.Y. punk band te 
hare an erganized teur there witheut a 
wajer recerd label te back thew up er 
eren a werk perwit. (Editer's nete: I 
believe YOUR MOTHER was actually the 
first D.I.Y. band te teur Israel) Up 
until new, the “kids" in Israel hare had 
te be centent with spectacular reck acts 
such as Expleited er Napalw Death (in 
their '90s zewbie line-up) and hardcere 
eutfits like 9uns * N’ Reses and 
Metalllca. It was ebvleus that this 
situatien needed te be rectified: 

First centacts were wade te the lecals. 
The hard cere ef the Israeli D.I.Y. 
scene revelves areund the wewbers ef 
the band DIR YASSIN. As chance had it, 
they had just recerded their first 7" 
and we (Jens and I) were appreached 
abeut releasing it en eur Theught Criwe 
label. When CODE 13 returned frew Israel 
all in ene piece and full ef praise fer 
what they had seen, we decided te 
serieusly censider deing eur ewn little 


excursien. Befere hand, the kids frew 
DIR YASSIN cawe eur way te de a little 
reck 'n' rell trip threugh Eurepe. we 
teured with thew fer ene week in Italy 
and Spain and discerered that they were 
very nice peeple and ceuld really reck 
the heuse dewn lire, which always helps. 

Our plans were beginning te shape up 
slewly. Fresl, eur singer, wanted te ge 
te Israel a few weeks ahead te de a 
practical ceurse at a hespital in Tel 
Arir. Se luckily, we enly had te finance 
three flight tickets. Besides wyself, 
there were Hartwut and Keule ef the 
band as well as eur friends Stefan and 
Jern whe were cewing aleng fer the ride. 
Our friend Sebastian had already left 
that sawe afterneen en a different 
flight. Censidering that we're enly a 
feur persen band, there was quite a 
wetley crew (wind yeu, net Metley 
Cruel) that was te cewe with usl 

Befere we left, we had te werk eut the 
stery we were te tell the security 
agents ef the Israeli airline El A1 whe 
prebably hare the teughest security 
weasures fer airplanes in the whele 
werld. We were advised te cewe three 
heurs befere the flight because ef the 
very elaberate security checks. Besides 
a very extensive leek threugh eur 
baggage, the wewbers ef eur little 
caravan wight be taken fer questlening 
separately and their respective steries 
cewpared afterwards by security 
persennel. It really helps te have even 
the west ldletic detail ef yeur trip 
werked eut beferehand. It was iwpertant 
fer us net te drag the lecal punk 
reckers inte the stery, especially since 
wany ef thew had refused willtary 
service and at tiwes had the dubieus 
hener ef being watched by the secret 
pelice because ef their anarchist 
activities. Luckily, we had eur singer 
deing his stint in the hespital in Tel 


Aviv and we were his buddies visiting 
hiw. Of ceurse, we didn't have 
lnstruwents with us, even the playlist 
had been walled in advance. 

Seeing as we get a pretty cheap flight, 
we teek geed eld LOT (Pellsh airline) 
frew Berlin te Warsaw. Threugh varleus 
circuwstances, we ended up wissing eur 
cennecting flight and enly get te Tel 
Aviv the next day. We arrived in Tel 
Aviv expecting te be grilled at 
iwwigratien. We were alwest disappeinted 
that after a shert leek threugh eur 
passperts we were waved threugh. It was 
alse strange fer us te nete that the 
passpert efflcials were yeung Israeli 
wewen apparently serving their willtary 
duty. Our fear that we weuld sewehew 
get werse treatwent because we were 
9erwans turned eut te be geed eld- 
fashiened paraneia. We discevered that 
9erwans wake up the largest sectlen ef 
teurlsts in Israel, besides Awericans, 
se the efflcials den't want te spell 
peeple's vacatiens. We were picked up by 
Fresl and Sebastian, whese flight had 
gene eff witheut a hitch, and bearded a 
bus te bring us te eur crashing pad in 
Tel Aviv. 

Tel Aviv, situated in the eastern 
Mediterranean, is usually seen as the 
capital ef Israel altheugh beth Israelis 
and Palestinians claiw Jerusalew as 
their respective capitals. In all kinds 
ef ways, Tel Aviv is a wedern, 
westernized city: there's peeple 
jegging at the beach, techne is being 
played in the clubs and there are leads 
ef tattee sheps. There was a 
surprisingly lew-key willtary presence 
in the city. When it cewes dewn te it, 
it wight as well be any city in seuthern 
Eurepe. On eur first day, we relaxed, 
went dewn te the beach and checked eut 
Jaffa, the ancient city next te Tel 
Aviv. Of ceurse, we alse get a first 
taste ef the lecal falafei: 

The next day, a few ef us wanted te ge 
te a dewenstratlen in tewn. The reasen 
was a vlelent pelice actlen invelvlng a 
few activists whe had bleckaded a street 
te pretest against the censtructien ef a 
new highway in the nerthern part ef 
Israel. The wette ef the pretest was 
"against pelice brutality" which suits 
us just fine, se we theught we weuld tag 
aleng witheut really knewlng what lay in 
stere fer us. We were a bit surprised te 
find enly abeut c C westly yeung kids at 
the weeting peint, which was a pretty 
busy square in dewntewn Tel Aviv where 
their presence wasn't really neticed. 
Strangely eneugh, there was enly ene 
sauad car with three pigs inside - 
certainly net what we were used te frew 
Berlin. After a while, we were eff, 
demonstrating en the sidewalk with the 
three pigs in tew. On the way, flyers 
were passed eut te passersby and slegans 
chanted, all in Hebrew ef ceurse, se I 
had ne idea what the exact centent was. 
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After a while, I wasn't even te® puzzled 
when the dewenstratien weuld step at a 
red light and wait at the intersectien. 

The icing ®n the cake was when we g®t t® 
the wain pelice station and a few 
higher-up ceps cawe eut t® hare a 
sheuting watch acress the street. When 
the ceps started taking pictures, we 
th®ught it best t® head ®n eut. 

On Thursday, the 13th ®f January, we 
were te de eur first gig, in Tel Aviv. 

Up te this peint it was alse the enly 
gig that was 1GG% sure. The ether 
planned gigs, in Haifa and Jerusalew, 
were enly cenfirwed later that evening. 

The venue was called Leftbank and was 
sewething like a cultural center ®f the 
Cewwunist Party ef Israel. There have 
been wany punk gigs here befere and the 
place cewpares well with clubs in 
Eurepe. The cenditiens were alse 
siwilar: the weney frew the deer gees 

te the bands (in this case just us, 
because the ether bands were nice eneugh 
t® net take any weney, as they were all 
frew Tel Aviv anyway) and the venue 
wakes its weney frew the bar. 

Anxieties were running high in 
anticipatien ef eur first set in the 
Middle East. We didn't even knew if 
anyene was gelng te shew up ®r net. 
Anether peint was that we didn’t have 
eur ewn lnstruwents and didn’t knew hew 
well we were gelng te cepe with the 
stuff that was leaned eut t® us by the 
lecal bands. During seundcheck, things 
leeked all right though. With tlwe, 
quite a few folks had congregated 
outside in the street, we were pretty 
baffled when the place was packed solid 
as seen as the deers were opened. 

Counting the weney frew the deer, we 
later found eut that about 18G people 
wust have paid entrance, which was wuch 
were than we had ever thought possible: 

It was interesting te note that the 
average age ef the kids seewed to be 
around lo years eld, a bewildering 
aspect for us as it's about 1C years 
higher at gigs in Berlin. 

Frew what we were told, the scene is 
usually aulte short-lived. Only a 
handful ef people stick around for the 
long haul. The wain reason is the 
wandatery wllltary service, which is 
three years for wales and one and a half 
years for fewales. Crawling through the 
desert, the kids seew te quickly lose 
their interest in punk reck and hardly 
anybody ever returns te the scene after 
these three years ef wllitarist 
brainwashing. Net te® wany have the guts 
to refuse te go and it's net easy 
either: There’s n® legal right ef 
refusal and no civil service. Sewe 
people have wanaged te have thewselves 
declared unsuitable or even loony, 
although anybody can guess that that's 
net gelng te leek te® good on your 
perwanent record. In addition, you'll 
also have a let ef fawily conflicts cut 
eut for yourself. Most parents weuld be 
ashawed te have a "deserter" in the 
fawily. I alse noticed that there isn't 
necessarily a certain political 
background for folks te spike their hair 
and hang eut at punk gigs, like I was 


used te frew wy ewn experiences in 
Gerwany. This was pretty apparent in a 
situation that happened shortly before 
the beginning ef eur gig. A political 
activist weunted the stage te do sewe 
kind ef a perferwance. Of course, I 
didn't understand a word ef it, but I 
noticed that there were very hostile 
reactions frew the audience. Later on, I 
asked hiw about it and he said that he 
had wade allusions t® the then ongoing 
talks about the Golan Heights. He had 
said, roughly, that his fight will net 
be ever until Israel has returned all 
the Occupied Territories and wade an 
official apology for the criwes against 
the Palestinian people. This sentlwent 
didn't exactly sit well with a let ef 
the younger kids in attendance and the 
bravehearted lad get a lot ef verbal 
abuse for his troubles. 

In any case, the wusical part ef the 
evening was started by DIR YASSIN. It was 
nice to see thew in front of a lecal 
audience, having seew thew in Eurepe 
quite a few tlwes. Folks were going wild 
and it was one ef the best shews I’ve 
ever seen by thew. The second band was 
ASTROGLIDES, which has sewe wewbers ef 
DIR YASSIN doing a kind ef surf-punk 
which was pretty unusual for wy ears. It 
was a nice change of pace, however. I 
can't rewewber the nawe ef the third band 
that evening because it was in Hebrew. 
They played rather raw eld school 
hardcore that pleased the ears. It was 
apparent te we that the guitarist wust be 
a big fan of eld CARCASS as he took every 
opportunity te swuggle in a three second 
sol®. Hats off for a ceel set: 


New it was eur turn. I was anxious te 
see hew folks were going to deal with 
eur sound, seeing as it's net exactly 
suitable for easy listening, or pegoing 
for that watter: I had taken note ef 
quite a few EXPLOITED and SHAM o9 
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patches as well as a good nuwber ef 
folks with NOFX T-shirts - we had eur 
work cut out for us. I was alse a bit 
apprehensive as te hew people weuld 
react to the fact that we were frew 
Gerwany, a country held in net te® wuch 
regard In Israel: But wy anxieties were 
swept away within a few seconds as 
people started going cewpletely bonkers 
frew the very start. The sound seewed 
to be good, we sweated eur asses off 
playing as fast as we could and a good 
tiwe was had by all: 

The next day we were to go te Jerusalew 
for sewe sightseeing. It’s only an hour 
by bus frew Tel Aviv. The night before, 
we had wet Ablgel and Shukl, two swell 
folks that offered te put us up in the 
Holy City. Having added Annick, a nice 
we wan frew Canada who was hanging eut 
in Israel at the tiwe, eur traveling 
entourage had expanded to an enorweus 
nine people. At the bus station In Tel 
Aviv, we noticed the abundance ef 
soldiers going either hewe or back t® 
their troops, with a let ef very young 
looking girls aweng thew. Anether thing 
that caught eur attention was that 
virtually everyone had a wachine gun 
with thew, even though they were 
obviously not en duty. We were told that 
because ef the general situation, the 
soldiers don't leave their guns in the 
barracks but have t® drag thew around 
everywhere in their spare tiwe, tee. 

This weasure was taken t® ensure that 
with the outbreak ef war, which can 
happen pretty quickly in these parts, 
everyone won't have te rush acress the 
country te get their guns. Nevertheless, 
it wasn't to® reassuring to sit en a bus 
with leads ef teenagers who have guns 
but haven’t successfully cewpleted 
puberty yet. 

Jerusalew lies en a higher elevation 
than Tel Aviv so they actually get a 
little bit ef snow in winter. The first 
thing you notice is the stranglehold the 
religious fanatics ef all possible 
persuasions have ever the city. 

Everywhere you leek there are nuns, 
rabbis, veiled Musliws, Orthodox 
Christians, etc., wixed in with tens ef 
wllltary personnel t® see t® it that 
they don’t slit each ether's threats at 
every step. We first went te the Old 
City but after buwping into various 
Christian tourist groups we pretty wuch 
had eneugh. Te at least get eur winiwuw 
dose ef tourist bullshit, we decided to 
check eut the wailing Wall. I'w sure 
everyone has already seen the westly 
Orthodox Jews collectively handbanging 
en television. It was a Friday and the 
Sabbath was just about te start. 

Hundreds ef people populated the square, 
wany of thew gun toting settlers frew 
the Occupied Territories. Behind the 
walls ef the wesaue you could hear 
calls for the big Friday prayer of the 
Musliws. This wesaue is situated en the 
site where the Jews want to rebuild 
' their eld tewple. Te get te the plaza in 
front ef the Walling Wall, you have te 
pass through a wetal detector and be 
searched. Only the Jewish settlers are 
perwitted t® reaw around with their 
autewatlc rifles. Standing in front ef 
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the Wall, we were pretty much stunned. 
It's pretty scary t® see rellgi®us 
lunacy taking h®ld ®f large masses. A 
slight dlversian ensued when a huge rat 
that must hare l®st its way tried te 
desperately find a way ®ut and caused a 
bit ®f a panic in the pr®cess. Overall, 
the wh®le experience left us b®th 
impressed and frightened. 

The next merning we g®t up real early 
as there was mere sightseeing planned. 
Our destinatien was Jerich®, the capital 
®f the Palestinian Auth®rity Territery 
in the West Bank. We had prevleusly 
th®ught ab®ut geing t® the Gaza Strip 
but several peeple in Tel Aviv advised 
us against it. It’s clear that it can be 
pretty dangeraus f®r Jews t® enter the 
Palestinian terrlterles but we weren't 
t»® sure what the reacti®n w®uld be t® 
a large greup ®f Germans that didn't 
quite fit int® tradlti®nal Arabic 
dressing cedes because ®f punk r®ck. The 
less adventuraus am®ng us ended up 
having their way and we settled f®r just 
Jerich®. "Arafat-City" is situated in 
the West Bank, net far fr®m the Dead 
Sea. We decided t® first take an Arab- 
driven taxi t® the Dead Sea. After 
getting ripped eff by the taxi driver 
cencerning eur fare, we weren’t t»® 
happy t® learn that we were t® pay just 
te be able t® g® d®wn t® the water at 
the Dead Sea. We decided t® tell them t® 
"fuck eff" and set ®ut ®n f®»t int® the 
desert in the directien ef Jerich®. 

After just a few minutes, a military 
jeep stepped next t® us and gave us the 
friendly advice t® keep t® the left side 
®f the read because ®f the landmines 
marking the b®rder t® J®rdan. This was 
starting t® be real fun: 

After a few heurs ef walking, we finally 
g®t t® the main r®ad t® Jerich® and 
caught a taxi int® the city. At ®nce, we 
netlced the "typically middle eastern" 
atm®sphere that we hadn't enc®untered in 
Israel. An extremely busy epen air 
bazaar, denkeys, PLO c®ps and masses ®f 


children in the street. We were, ®f 
ceurse, eyed curleusly by the lecals, 
but they’re used t® t®urlsts. Abigel 
wh® came with us fr®m Jerusalem was 
pretty scared, especially after she gave 
herself away as being Jewish in the taxi 
with s®me Hebrew w«rds. As it turned 
®ut, there was n® need t® panic. Just 
the ®pp®site, I f®und the l®cal pe®ple 
there t® be extra®rdinarily nice, which 
is a stark c®ntrast t® many Israelis 
that behave like rude slabs. We went t® 
a cafe (prebably m®re like a'smeking 
h®use as there were tans af water pipes 
standing araund) and because they had n® 
caffee, the ®wner ran ®ff t® the market 
at ®nce te get s®me far us. Life here 
seemed much simpler in terms ®f 
material wealth, and althaugh there was 
n® ®ut and ®ut peverty, the difference 
in standards ®f living between Israel 


and the Palestinian Territ®ries became 
very clear t® us. After a day af many 
impressiens and f®®d f®r theught, we 
headed back t® Tel Aviv. 

Sunday, the 16th af January, had arrived 
and we were ta return ®nt® the path ef 
rack ’n’ rell. The place was Haifa, an 
industrial city in the nerthern part ®f 
Israel which we unfartunately didn't 
really see t®» much ®f as we g®t ®ut ef 
bed tea late. In fact, we had te drive 
straight t® the venue which was a kind 
®f bar where the l®cal barflies prabably 
hang ®ut ®r where they might d® a disc® 
semetime. It was a ga®d sized place 
which is basically the ®nly gaed thing 
t® say abaut it, as it turned eut: It 
didn't take ta® leng fer the f®lks 
running the place te sh®w themselves as 
full gr®wn m®r®ns. Instead ®f setting 
up and d®ing a saundcheck in peace and 
quiet, we were t®ld t® get ®utside and 
ended up having t® wait f®r several 
h®urs in the parking let ®utslde the 
place which didn't exactly put us in a 
g®»d m»®d t® say the least: As we were 
mulling areund, quite a few yaunger 
kids started cangregating in the parking 
l®t and when the d®ers were epened, we 
were gracleusly all®wed t® enter, tee: 

By new, it was ef caurse much te® late 
ta d® any kind ®f seundcheck. The place 
was tetally packed with areund ICG 
peaple having sh®wn up, the right 
ingredient fer a g®»d shaw. Starting eut 
were D.P.A., a band frem Haifa that 
s®unded and leaked pretty American / 
sp®rty. As they mestly leaned tawards 
the fast, abrasive stuff and kept a lid 
an the n®n-sm®kers meshing, I was 
impressed. I can't say what the lyrics 
were ab®ut as everything including the 
in-between seng babble was in Hebrew, 
but the lecal kids were really getting 
int® it. The secend band were NEGATIVE 
IMPACT, als® frem Haifa. I have t® say 
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that they were tee metal-tinged sXe fer 
my tastes, altheugh the kids were way 
inte it. New it was eur turn and as in 
Tel Arir the audience went cempletely 
bankers straight frem the start. It was 
leud, wild and dangereusl 

But the geed times were te ceme te a 

painful end. Of the 4500 that had been 
made at the deer, the ewners ef the place 
decided te take 4250 fer their ewn 
treubles. In additlen, the twe lecal 
bands insisted en getting half ef what 
was left ever which left us with a 
wheeping 41251:: Gas meney must be real 
expensive in Haifa! In any case, eur 
hepes ef making back the meney fer the 
flight tickets lay bruised and battered 
in the gutter. The felks frem DIR YASSIN 
were alse pretty pissed as they had alse 
figured that we ceuld get eur meney back 
and the gig in Tel Arir seemed like a 
really geed starting peint in that 
directien. Fer semebedy in the States, it 
might net be tee unusual te get ripped 
eff by a club ewner, but in Eurepe, there 
is an extensive netwerk ef sauats and 
autenemeus yeuth centres where things 
werk witheut any treubles. Yeu get gas 
meney, feed, drinks and a place te stay, 
maybe even breakfast the next day! All 
that is paid frem the takings at the deer 
and the venue makes it's meney frem the 
alcehel sales. Anybedy whe has teured 
Eurepe will knew the benefits ef this 
set-up and it's certainly get nething te 
de with reck star ambitiens te expect te 
get these things. In reality, many peeple 
that set up gigs alse play in bands and 
when they ge en teur they hepe te get the 
same geed treatment that they’ve given 
bands that played in their heme tewn. 

It's taken a leng time fer all ef this te 
werk but there's ne reasen why it 
sheuldn't alse be pessible in ether parts 
ef the werld. I hepe that with time, 
things in Israel will develep and grew 
inte a viable situatien. Even new, there 
are efferts te seften the financial blews 
fer bands that ceme dewn te play there. 

It is planned te have seme benefits with 
lecal bands te lessen the lesses ef 
fereign bands. Maybe it's pessible te get 
a generater and de a gig in a derelict 
heuse instead ef shevlng 50% ef the deer 
meney dewn a greedy bar ewner's threat. 

The next day, we were set te play eur 
last gig, in Jerusalem. It was clear In 
advance that this weuld financially ruin 
us. The venue had demanded te get abeut 
4150 in advance which we paid frem the 
meney we made In Tel Aviv and we alse 
had te pay extra fer a backllne and 
there wasn't any hepe ef tee many peeple 
shewing up. The actual place was nice 
and small and leeked like a geed place 
fer a gig, especially since we were te 
use the PA frem Tel Aviv again. Besides 
the finances, we quickly figured eut 
that eur main preblem ef the night was 
keeping in check the criminally 
Incempetent hippie dude at the mixing 
desk. ASTR0GLIDES played befere us and 
we get a first glimpse ef this guy’s 
idiecy. The seund was permanently 
adjusted inte all different varieties ef 
herrible. When he get the feg machine 
inte actlen the whele place was turned 
inte a big cleudy mess and I felt hate 


rise slewly within myself. Befere we 
went en, we made sure te tell the guy 
in ne uncertain terms that he sheuld 
tene dewn his reck 'n' rell superstar 
ambitiens if he didn't want te wind up 
dead by the end ef the night. He kept 
his fingers eff the feg machine but 
ceuldn't resist fucking with the seund 
and turning en the flickering lights. We 
had te tell him several times that we 
were net inclined te play in these disce 
cenditiens and he finally get the peint 
after a while. Net very Inspired, fer 
ebvleus reasens, we played eur., set 
rather limply te the 30 er se peeple whe 
were nice eneugh te shew up. After the 
erdeal was ever, we were teld that the 
seund had been great, semething I still 
can't believe te this day. Well, at 
least we played in Jerusalem ence.... 

On the last day ef eur stay, eur 
sightseeing plans were virtually wiped 
away by a mean sterm that whipped 
threugh Tel Aviv and made geing eut ef 
the heuse a questien ef life and death. 
Se we bummed areund and managed te get 
that day ever with, tee. In the early 
merning heurs ef the 19th ef January, 
we get a taxi te the airpert and were 
taken dewn te the security checks right 
away, even theugh eur flight was enly 
suppesed te leave in feur heurs. We 
finally get the big check that we were 
warned abeut. we were separated inte 
greups ef twe peeple and questiened 
abeut ged and the werld. They wanted te 
knew what jeb Hartmut had, hew I get te 
knew Stefan and where I get the meney, 
being an unempleyed bum, te afferd the 
flight ticket. All in all, I have te say 
theugh that it all seemed pretty 
prefessienally metlvated and net a 
particularly effective way te terture 
Innecent travelers. Next te us was a 
rabbi whe get the exact same treatment 
as we did se there's ne faveritism 
invelved. Inside eur greup, we were 
semewhat divided as te eur epiniens en 
the whele precedure. A few ef us were 
really pissed eff abeut the 
interregatien. I, hewever, think that 
there's prebably geed reasens fer all 
the humdrum, censidering all the 
attacks en Israeli airplanes in the 

'60s and '70s. It's pretty ebvieus te me 
that the Israelis state will ge te great 
lengths te pretect its citizens. I'm 
certainly net cendening the pelicies ef 
the Israeli gevernment, but hardly 
anybedy will want te argue that seme ef 
their enemies will think nething ef 
killing innecent civilians. I persenally 
weuldn't feel tee safe setting my feet 
in an Israeli airplane if certain 
security measures weren’t being taken. 
Things started getting interesting when 
we gave different answers en whether we 
slept ever in Jerusalem er net. After a 
let ef hassle and a hastily made up 
excuse fer temperary memery less, we 
managed te get it ever with. Se eff we 
went, back te an icy Berlin. 

In summing up, I’ve realized that I 
came back with mere unanswered 
questiens abeut the pelltics ef the 


regien than I started eut with. The 
situatien appears hepeless and I'm 
skeptical if a peaceful agreement, that 
everyene will be able te live with, will 
ever be reached. I can enly warn peeple 
ef trying te find simplified selutiens - 
yeu're net geing te be able te explain 
things by imperialism er trying te put 
all ef the blame en ene side. As an 
anarchist, I knew that ethnical 
cenflicts are a lead ef shit and peeple 
sheuld rather have a beer tegether than 
having a ge at each ethers threats 
because ef religlen er natlenalism. But 
te make that clear te the felks dewn 
there is a menumental task. 

A few mere werds abeut the whele D.I.Y. 
thing in Israel - big preps sheuld ge te 
pieneers ef the scene like DIR YASSIN whe 
are trying their darndest se that the 
kids will be able te see semebedy besides 
the lecal bands er big name reck idiets. 
They have te struggle fer a let ef things 
we take fer granted in eur ewn scene. 

If yeu want te get in teuch with the 
Israeli scene, yeu best get in teuch 
with DIR YASSIN er centact me fer 
further lnfe. The mere adventureus ef 
yeu might want te leek inte heading eut 
te the Hely Land yeurselves semetime. 

The whele thing was certainly a great 
experience fer all ef us, se thanks 
again te all eur Israeli friends!

I’ll admit up front that I’ve heard previous AMPS 
FOR CHRIST efforts & I don’t really consider 
myself a fan. I have great respect for Barnes and 
his ultimate D.I.Y. method of constructing his 
own instruments. However, his non-M.I.T.B. 
musical output just isn’t my cup of tea. The first 
track sounds like a demented version of an 
acoustic hippie protest song, while the second 
tune is a noise collaboration with Wood / 
BASTARD NOISE and basically sounds like the 
B.N. wall of bleeps with a ukelele behind it. ONE 
EYED CYCLOPS is a one man sound project from 
Italy. Of the five tracks, four of them are 
variations on strumming one guitar string and 
letting it resonate. Some are multi-layered, some 
have effects, but they’re all coming from the 
same place. The only non-guitar string 
strumming song is a collection of high pitched 
tones that sound like they’re from one of those 
99t, made-in-Thailand, toy finger keyboards... 
kind of like a door chime song from hell. It’s 
interesting, it’s different, but I’ll be honest, it’s 
likely that I won’t give it another spin.

ANAL MUCUS - '86-’97 CD 

Many years went into making and compiling this 
massive 57 song collection. It is a retrospective of 
Concord, California's ANAL MUCUS who existed 
for 11 years but until now never had an "official" 
release out on anything other than tape. Although 
playing a high octane brand of hardcore rife with 
humor, anger and fun (a la same generation scene 
mainstays ST1KKY) A.M. struggled to get any sort 
of recognition from an exploding Bay Area punk 
scene that probably wasn't nearly as open to 
being "different" as it proclaimed to be. As a 
result A.M. had to thrive by going under the 
underground and playing endless backyard 
parties. At first listen to these rough recordings I 
thought, 'This is going to be something that only 
old A.M. fans from their hometown scene are 
going to ei\joy...," but after subsequent listens I 
realized there was a lot more here than that. In 
fact, any fan of "pure" hardcore is going to dig 
this. Sure this is raw and under produced but 1 
can remember when all hardcore records 
sounded like this, and I loved it. With their 
breakneck pace and warped delivery, ANAL 
MUCUS sound not dissimilar to the Seattle 
hardcore sound of the very early ‘80s. (JB)

ANTHEM EIGHTY EIGHT - Q : And

The second release from these Floridian cats.

It’s not grind or extreme HC 
in any sense, which is fine, of course; like the 
name implies, this is new school, ‘88 
Revelation-style, youth crew core. I listened to 
their first album several times and tried to get 
into it, but couldn’t. I like this a little bit more, 
but I’m not a bonafide fan yet I’m sorry to say. 
Lyrics mostly focus on vague feelings of anger 
and disappointment. Graphics are minimalistic, 
but not in an interesting way. I kind of like it, 
but I think it’ll likely spend some time on the 
bottom of my CD pile. (CD)

The new UK supergroup has finally got its shit 
together to record something. A.O.G. features 
people from HARD TO SWALLOW, IRON 
MONKEY and VARUKERS! Only three songs on 
offer here, but three winners all the way. There's 
a strong IRON MONKEY influence running 
through this but also a nod to bands like S.O.D. 
(USA) and a dose of old NYHC which makes this 
sound like a complicated set of songs, but in 
reality it's over before you get a chance to 
analyze it too closely. Totally fucking heavy bass 
sound and drums, with layers of guitars on top for 
good measure. Vocals are pretty raspy and sound 
like they're stripping Johnny's voicebox by the 
second. One riff on “My Own Mess” is straight 
from an old S.O.D. song “Kill Yourself’ and if they 
deny it, they lie!

These Aussie thrashers are a breath of fresh air 
in a scene that can often be viewed as stagnant.

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that isn’t afraid to criticize the gaping faults of 
the hardcore scene itself. Instead of being a 
bunch of bellyachers, they point out the 
obvious, yet often unspoken, weaknesses of 
hardcore and actually give the listener a feeling 
that solutions are being presented to resolve 
the situation. Musically, it’s an arse-kicker. 
ARMS REACH brings to mind a mix of early 
LACK OF INTEREST, the better youth crew 
revival bands, and a hint of ANTISCHISM (due 
mostly to the occasional pissed off female vox). 
Punishing hi-speed attacks with moshable 
breakdowns and shout-along choruses. Hope to 
hear more from ‘em. (CD)

ARMS REACH / SCALPLOCK - split 7" 

Australian hardcore bruisers ARMS REACH have 
a keen knack for effectively combining blitzkrieg 
thrash and throbbing chugga-core. They avoid 
the generic pedal to the metal verses and 
breakdown choruses that countless others 
employ and instead create the same effect with a 
less predictable lurching back and forth between 
time changes. Unfortunately, seriously flawed 
and muddy production weakens the end result, 
but if you are a hardcore fan and can't get past 
low cost production shortcomings you must be a 
newbie. On the flip side, SCALPLOCK don't fair 
much better production wise (a possible 
indicator or mastering/pressing problems) but 
they do an equally impressive job kickin' out the 
jams. SCALPLOCK are more chaotic and 
screechy than ARMS REACH and they attack 
their music with a more hellbent fire. These 
tracks are a couple of years old and admittedly 
the band has made huge strides in quality since 
these were recorded (check out their latest full 
length for proof) but there is no denying the pure 
zeal carved into the grooves of this record. (JB)

JELLO BIAFRA 
Become The Media 3xCD 

The sixth spoken word album, "Become The 
Media", by enigmatic punk and social activist 
JELLO BIAFRA is without a doubt my favorite 
by him. His commentary and criticism is 
evolving beyond the somewhat paranoid and 
overly simplistic fare he is famous for. He is 
still an outspoken voice for the radical left but 
his ideas are more grounded than ever before 
and he seems to be drawing on established 
criteria for sociological analyses more than 
ever before. He acknowledges the thought 
behind opposition perspectives instead of just 
dismissing them. He deeply explores concepts 
surrounding inadequate familial relationships 
(e.g. poor child rearing) as a core element in 
societal dysfunction and does so for the first 
time with legitimate observations and criticism. 
He might overstate his case a bit when he goes 
so far as to suggest causal links between his 
theories and tragedies like Columbine, but I 
daresay he is more accurate and reasonable 
than many of the so-called "media experts" who 
have vomited pure crap (almost literally) in 
their attempts to find a simple explanation for 
such antisocial behaviorism. BIAFRA is also 
more cautious than ever to temper his 
comments with caveats such' as "as I 
understand it" and even "correct me if I am 
wrong" which shows a greater respect for the 
intelligence of his audience. I'm convinced his 
relationship with the Nader campaign and his 
role as a legitimate spokesman for the Green 
Party has led him to adjust his approach in 
such a way as to reach out to people, regardless 
of their political leanings, who are 
disenfranchised with the current two party 
system that is manipulated by corporate money 
and interests.

These Ozzies blast through a 
range of growling hardcore and grind that 
reminds me of DYSTOPIA meets SHANK. Good 
tunes & good quality recording. COSTAS 
CAKEHOUSE is a German thrash unit with just as 
much spunk as their discmates. However, the 
C.C. material suffers from a slightly weaker 
recording and slightly out of tune guitars. But 
that’s what punk rock is all about, right? It’s all 
about the energy and C.C. has that aspect all 
wrapped up. Imagine NEUROSIS on 78rpm meets 
STACK. Intense stuff. Ironically it’s the Germans 
and not the Australians who utilize a digeridoo 
on one song.

I've read more than one review of this CD

from south of the border but is instead a side 
project for members of FAITH NO MORE, FEAR 
FACTORY and NAPALM DEATH... It is perfectly 
clear to me why they did it... BRUJERIA didn't 
make this album in spite of their "drug overlord" 
schtick being over, but BECAUSE their schtick 
was over. It seems to me they had two choices... 
call it a day and pack BRUJERIA away in the 
attic or re-invent the band into a legitimate side 
project. They chose the latter. With that re- 
invention a change in approach was certainly in 
order. After all, how much mileage could they 
get from continuing to crank out primitive and 
one dimensional deathgrind? Very little it 
would seem to me. Most side project bands 
exist for musicians to flex their muscle a little 
bit and have a lot of fun. For the members of 
BRUJERIA to do that the sound needed to be 
taken to a new level... and indeed it is. 
"Brujerizmo" is a sharp and ultra polished 
album with cheese grater guitar riffs firing like 
a machine gun from start to finish. Triggered 
drums snap out crisp beats with the head¬ 
splitting efficiency of a jackhammer. The low 
end throbs and rumbles setting off those ever so 
satisfying vibrations in the chest if played loud 
enough.

Instead 
of sounding like the majority of melodic punk 
bands out there who just try endlessly mimicking 
NOFX , the lads in BURNING HEADS steer down 


the lesser travelled path and come out winners. 
They kick ass on 99% of melodic hardcore out 
there... not like that’s hard to do, but you know 
what I’m getting at.

This is the debut release by the east coast 
supergroup BURNT BY THE SUN.

I keep hearing 
how incredible these guys are live and I even 
planned a recent trip to NYC around seeing them, 
but unfortunately the show was cancelled so I still 
have yet to see what promises to be a crushing live 
performance. They’ve got more on the way from 
Relapse so definitely keep your ears peeled for 
these guys in the future. Speaking of Relapse, 
LUDDITE CLONE has had a full length out on that 
label recently and this material carries the torch 
where the last CD left off. Another N.J. tech band. 
Completely ass-kicking. My only complaint about 
this split is both of these bands are so similar that 
this release sounds like a CD by one band instead 
of two. They’re both excellent, but when the 
bands blend together so seamlessly, it kind of 
defeats the purpose of an effective split band 
release.

LIBIDO AIRBAG do techno grind, 
kind of like a less good DATACLAST. They possess 
equally unappealing toilet-bowl vocals, but at least 


the music is really creative. If there’s ever such a 
thing as a grindcore rave, LA could headline. The 
cover of this is so sick I’m ready to throw it in the 
trash. Seven songs total. Worth getting if you like 
being disturbed by your music. (CD)

They’re a bit more “punk” and not as 
thrashy. Another SoCal unit, these lads don’t 
have much to offer lyrically, but their buzzsaw 
guitar driven drunk-core drives it on home and is 
reminiscent of early Riot City label releases. In 
other words, very much akin to spiky haired, 
early UK punk rock. Pretty good, but it didn’t 
necessarily float my boat. I dunno... maybe I need 
to drink more 40s and shower less often. (CD)

Okay, okay, the very nature of this CD is funny 
enough to ensure COALITION AGAINST SHANE a 
prize at this year's Power Violence Emmy Awards. 
The problem is I can't tell how much of THOR's 
inclusion on this CD is a total joke and how much 
of it is dorky hero worship?!? It doesn't really 
matter, I suppose. Nobody with three functioning 
brain cells is going to listen to the THOR part of it 
anyway. I make no secret of the fact I love lame 
poser metal and have been into that whole scene 
for over 20 years now, but even I, the "King Of No 
Discriminating Taste", have never been able to 
stomach THOR whose physical strength is in 
direct negative proportion to his musical 
feebleness. C.A.S. is another matter entirely. 
They play a spasmatic flavor of power violence 
that propels the overall goof-core quotient of the 
extreme hardcore scene to new heights (or sinks 
it to new depths, depending on your perspective). 
Like all good p.v. bands their music has a feeling 
of impending entropy, like it is on the verge of 
spinning completely out of control into a chaotic 
swirl of crunching guitars, tortured bass lines and 
exploding drums yet somehow they keep reigns 
on it all. The energy that is created by pushing 
music to the edge and holding it there is what 
makes COALITION AGAINST SHANE so freakin' 
almighty. The only part of the C.A.S. part of the 
CD that I don't like is the fact it desperately 
needs a sample-ectomy. They go so far overboard 
with the "funny" samples that they even give one 
its own track. When samples are used between 
(or in) every song they lose what little impact 
they had to offer in the first place. They become 
intrusive and take away from the music, instead 
of add to it. It is like your friend who never stops 
telling jokes. The joke may be funny but you are 
so sick of hearing them from him you don't laugh 
anymore...

This CD is either sheer genius or sheer lunacy... I 
can't decide which. Nothing at all like I expected 
from the mighty CROM, "The Cocaine Wars" is 
still leaving me dumbfounded after repeated 
listens. Infamous for their barely restrained 
outbursts of noisecore, CROM has found a way to 
tether their sound... for better or worse. What 
they have done is released what can only be 
described as a rock opera, power violence style. 
They have couched their 45 second explosions of 
hardcore mayhem in a melange of samples, 
sound effects and spoof heavy metal outtakes. 
There is no break from one "song" to the next, 
instead everything is tied together into a 
sequence of "sound events" (for lack of a better 
expression) that has more to do with entropy 
than linear storytelling. The 30 "songs" on this 
CD are therefore melded into one big chain that 
could just as easily have been called one song 
with 30 parts. To test my theory I even tried 
putting this disc on random play and listening to 
it that way... it just doesn't work. You've got to go 
from start to finish in the right order for this 
sucker to sound right. The closest comparison I 
can make is the GASP album although this is far 
more tongue in cheek and pokes never ending 
fun at heavy metal in general and SLAYER in 
particular. At least that is my assumption... I 
guess it could be paying homage to SLAYER, but I 
seriously doubt it and if that is what they were 
shooting for, they blew it. Regardless this is ten 
times more listenable than anything SLAYER has 
done in over a decade.

Definitely an 
impressive musical outing for a band so young 
(the drummer is 15!!), and with a huge sounding 
recording budget to match, metal heads can't go 
wrong here. (JR)

knew what was in store for me. From the band 
name, to the typewritten lyrics on the back cover, 
to the spikey haired, studded leather jacket clad 
band members, everything about these lads 
screams DISCHARGE! Ten tunes of D-beat 
madness done at twice the speed of the godfathers 
themselves. Lyrics are about weapons of mass 
destruction and bodies lying everywhere, of course. 
Tunes are basic stenchcore with pissed vox and 
distortion turned up to 10. There will always be a 
new generation of D-beat thrashers to carry on the 
tradition of anti-war crustcore and DECONTROL 
have just been handed the baton. (CD)

Now this is my kinda "thing" right here. Full-on, 
old school UK, glue-huffing punk-core straight 
out of the bleak and grey northwest, played by 
guys with names like Gibby and Niff!! Spikes and 
studs, charged hair-in-the-air, fist shaking, ass- 
kicking punk rock. Heavily under the influence 
of cider, ale and a million Riot City Records 
bands, this disc rages from start to end. Typical 
beautifully done gatefold jacket and poster 
insert by Mind Control Records, this record is 
pretty much flawless, written and performed by 
punks who have studied this style backwards 
and forwards. Most hardcore kids will pass this 
off as "old fashioned" (like there is something 
"new and exciting" about a 20th generation 
CHAIN OF STRENGTH wanna-be band), but I 
believe ripping ‘77-’80s punk has a place in this 
zine, especially when its done with fervent 
dedication and perfection as DEFIANCE exhibits 
on this LP. Excellent. (JR)

This LP impressed me before I even put it on.

It must have taken the band and label 
forever to get this all pulled together. Fortunately 
it was worth the effort!

They are furious both emotionally and in 
their delivery. They have a vintage thrash 
approach but they incorporate all of the violence 
and severity that the neo-thrash, power violence 
and crossover scenes embody (except for one 
outro of reggae surf... which can be skipped). A 
top notch record that is one of the years 
mandatory pick ups.

Israel has produced a small handful of extreme 
hardcore and death metal bands over the last 15 
years, almost all of which have been totally 
ignored outside of their homeland.

They are a 
fiercely maniacal fastcore band that literally 
oozes hate and venom. They detest the violent 
and scarred society they live in, one that, as they 
see it, promotes racism and oversimplifies 
complex social issues in an attempt to unify the 
Israeli people in their struggles against 
Palestine. They cry for kinship and 
understanding for all people, not just their 
"own". They capture the turmoil of their 
homeland with a musical barrage that is as 
violent as the social conditions that surround 
them. If you often find yourself describing your 
musical preferences with the word "harsh", then 
this is a record for you. (JB)

You know what I mean: dizzy 
fingers guitar work, ‘90s sXe style drums, lots of E 
string galloping, hoarse vocals, lots of “fuck you”s 
and vague lyrics about how much people suck 
and the things they do suck even worse. Even 
though I’ve heard it before, I actually really like 
this disc. These tunes are in the same vein as, 
say, Victory style HC, but DISEMBODIED blows 
away every band on that roster by far. Unlike 
most releases of this genre, I didn’t find myself 
getting bored with this release. Pretty appealing 
graphically as well. If you need a soundtrack to 
doing some floorpunching in your bedroom, this 
would be a safe bet. (CD)

A friend of mine was on the phone to me saying 
how he'd seen this Japanese band the other day 
and they were amazing and that they were 
playing a free gig just down the road from me 
which no one knew about. So I trundled on down 
there for the hell of it and proceeded to be 
floored by one of the tightest bands I'd seen for 
ages. So I picked up the CD! This is a fairly old 
recording but the only one on sale. Again like 
with HELLCHILD, I reckon that this is pretty 
much a metal record, but that aside it's fucking 
good. Part TERRORIZER, part PANTERA and 
fucking heavy as hell. When it comes to doing all 
the technical bits this band have it sussed. They 
use 7 string guitars and 5 string basses if that 
gives you an indication of what they're up to. 
When they out their foot to the floor and thrash 
it out they do it pretty fucking well and verge on 
the over the top grind I love so much. However, 
there's too much just chugging along to hold my 
attention, which is a shame as I really wanted to 
like them after the live experience, but alas, 
they can't pull it off on record. As for the 
packaging, the sleeve folds out into a picture of 
"something" although quite what I'm not sure, 
answers on a postcard!

I merely typed the name of the first band on this 
split and it gave me carpal tunnel syndrome...

ANX get their name by combining pieces of 
words from well established extreme hardcore 
bands like DISRUPT, CRIPPLE BASTARDS, 
MONSTER X, ASSUCK, M.I.T.B. and others. I 
guess it is a mildly amusing way to get a 
moniker... although the band members using it as 
their last name in the classic punk tradition is 
funnier (and yes, it was funny on purpose). 
Musically they play a primitive brand of extreme 
thrash that owes everything to their many 
influences and manages very little that is 
original, although the lyrics are excellent. Not a 
bad attempt but with a shelf full of generic 
thrash records I can't see myself reaching for 
this one very often. I bet the very first practice 
demos from CAPITALIST CASUALTIES sounded a 
lot like this... I also bet the best 
DISREANTIYOUTHHELLCHRISTBASTARDASSM 
ANX has to offer is ahead of them, not behind 
them. SLOTH, not surprisingly (judging by their 
name), go to the other extreme in speed and play 
an effect laden sludge. Not super heavy or 
original but not a bad listen if for no other fact 
than fewer bands are plying their trade in 
slowcore than fastcore. When all is said this 
record is for the “gotta-have-it-all in extreme 
hardcore" record buyer. (JB)

THE DISSIDENTS was a 3rd rate punk band that 
bounced around Cleveland circa 1981 although 
even by that relatively early date (on the punk 
rock timeline) they sounded dated. They were 
the epitome of the basement band who, when 
they concentrated really hard, might get complex 
enough to play all three chords of any given song. 
This CD is a collection of tunes from THE 
DISSIDENTS recorded on cassette players during 
various rehearsals and live gigs. For their fans 
still into punk 20 years later (probably 
amounting to about five people) this must be a 
cool memento of a faded glory days. For the rest 
of us, even those of us old enough to remember 
punk during the Reagan years, this is total 
garbage. If I want barely audible recordings of 
dime-a-dozen punk bands, I at least want ones 


from the bands of my hometown scene... and I'm 
not sure I would even listen to those. Not 
everything from the past should be resurrected. 
Sometimes the decay is just too severe... (JB)

I had the distinct pleasure of getting an advance 
tape of this album well in advance of its release 
and I can honestly say that after weeks of 
listening to it I continue to discover new flavors 
and shades of sound with each listen. Scene 
mainstays CHRIS DODGE and DAVE WITTE have 
secured enough of a cult of personality (at least 
amongst readers of this zine) that I am not going 
to list their impressive pedigrees but instead 
focus on what this "clash of titans" has produced 
musically. The entire CD is built on 27 rapid-fire 
drum flare-ups that all last somewhere in the 30 
second to 1 minute range. Layered on top of the 
hyper pounding is an amalgamation of fastcore, 
noise, thrash, weirdness, power violence and 
good ole' punk rock. Sometimes it shreds in a 
fairly recognizable hardcore style and other 
times it lurches and jerks and swirls and 
generally explodes in a million different 
directions not unlike what you might get if Colin 
of the DOG FACED HERMANS tried to play jazz 
versions of the ANCIENT CHINESE SECRET 
album. There is a little bit of everything on here 
and then some... there are instrumental tracks, 
songs with death growl vocals, tunes with female 
vocal calisthenics (courtesy of Lydia from the 
aforementioned A.C.S.), cuts with razor sharp 
riffing, pieces of GRIEF-esque sludge and more. 
If you have a wide open mind you are going to be 
blown away by the degree of experimentation on 
this CD. If you have a closed mind and only like 
your hardcore fast, loud, and violent you are 
going to be blown away by how every song on this 


CD fits that bill. If you are a fan of anything 
CHRIS DODGE or DAVE WITTE have done in the 
past you will want to add this to your collection 
pronto. If you don't like DODGE or WITTE... 
well... I hear you can get Backstreet Boys CDs at 
Burger King, ya bozo.

Best new record I’ve reviewed so far. Seven 
songs, Czech hardcore, no frills, mid-tempo 
metallic crust, with blast enough for all the 
speed freaks out there, this record is great.

Destroy The Opposition CD 

These Maryland boys have been grinding since ‘91 
but this is the first time I can recall hearing their 
tunes. Musically, they do the grindcore thing...

guitar solos, Cookie Monster vocals; good but 
nothing original. Their strength lies not in their 
songwriting but in their execution of the tracks. 
The stop-on-a-dime technical prowess and 
devastatingly thick and clean production makes 
this disc worthwhile. Also impressive are the 
intelligent lyrics that attack corporate America 
instead of copping out and going the traditional 
“entrails and gore” route that a thousand other 
grinders have travelled. Good layout, lyrics, and 
delivery, but lacking in the “memorable songs” 
department.

OK, so here's the deal: this is a 1-sided tour 7" for 
the last European tour this lot undertook. It was 
meant to be a split with SERVITUDE, but as the 
tour got nearer the band crapped themselves 
fearing the record wouldn’t turn-up; so they 
pressed their side onto this to take with them to 
sell, and lo and behold, one day after they set off 
on tour the split 7" turned up! So this here is a 
limited press of 500. That all clear now? Good. 
Well, EBOLA sure have been quiet of late and it’s 
about time a new release hit the streets. A slight 
line-up change has affected their sound a bit but 
that also might be down to the duration between 
releases anyway. Well, if you've not come across 
this mob before, I guess you could call this 
political thrash. Totally over the top drumming, 
and the rest of the band seem to be racing to 
catch up (this is a good thing) and in the process 
hit anything they can as fast and hard as 
possible! They are up there with the fastest out 
there for sheer speed alone, and they have good 
breakdowns where it's all slow for a while but 
you know when they crank it up again it might 
just knock you over. As for the lyrical content, 
this is something that thankfully unlike a lot of 
other bands they seem to have spent some time 
on. “Cockpit” is about idiotic macho dancing and 
is spot on. “Death to the Shitbreed” is about the 
BSE crisis and how people who continue to eat 
meat and catch BSE deserve nothing less. I 
agree. If you just love your music and want to 
hear something blindingly fast and ferocious 
then this is for you, but if you also like your 
politics, you can't go wrong and you'll be onto a 
winner with this.

ENGRAVE have got a varied mix of musical 
influences in their style that are as far ranging 
as STRIFE to FUGAZI.

There are lots of fast breaks and solid time 
changes to the more mellow stuff, which keeps 
things interesting. And the vocalist has got a 
good gargling scream that he switches to more 
of a spoken chant at times. I know these guys 


have a new 10" out there, which is a split with 
TO DIE FOR who I think are from Italy. So be on 
the lookout for these items if you are a fan of 
this music. (RC)

ENTOMBED - Uprising CD 

I think ENTOMBED finally figured out that they 
have alienated their original following, which 
wouldn't be a big deal if they had managed to 
build a new following (how do you spell 
METALLICA?) but since they didn't do that, they 
have been left out in the cold as a band people 
are still willing to buy records from but not 
because those people are into the band now so 
much as they respect the history and legend of 
the band. ENTOMBED are a band whose best 
days are almost universally seen as behind them 
not ahead of them. So how does ENTOMBED 
respond to this? Well, they make a smart move in 
my mind. They don't try to regress back to their 
classic death metal roots, which would have been 
an obvious capitulation to their detractors, and 
instead opt to give themselves a new sound that 
pays homage to their roots but strikes out on its 
own. "Uprising" is the resulting album. Instead 
of death metal, one might call this "death rock" 
(except that implies goth, which this is NOT) or 
maybe "death punk" or maybe "heavy metal 
death"... I dunno. What you wanna call it is 
irrelevant. What it is is straight forward, hard 
rock fury with low tuned brutality and ferocious 
delivery. The vocals are a mix between shouts 
and death growls and the guitars are busting out 
all over the place sometimes in finger flying solos 
and other times in string bending riffage. To be 
honest, it strikes me as what the raw scratch 
tracks from the "Wolverine Blues" album might 
have sounded like before they were cleaned up 
and had the rough edges smoothed out. (JB)

SIN DIOS also 
specializes in fastcore, but their approach has 
more of a sing-along quality. It’s memorable and 
leaves you wanting more. Fortunately their 


discography is growing so there’s more out there 
to track down. Forget the U.S. jocks in their 
Hilfiger gear; support bands like this who are 
truly struggling and rightfully deserve your hard 
earned cash. (CD)

Just by listening I can 
picture a room full of kids, all wearing brand 
new sports jerseys or hooded sweatshirts, who 
are all pointing their fingers in the air in unison 
during the choruses. Sounds like the 
reincarnation of super early Revelation catalog 
all-stars like GORILLA BISCUITS or NO FOR AN 
ANSWER.

Limited to 500 so these are 
probably already gone. Good & simple, straight¬ 
forward HC thrash.

This is early D.C. style HC with 
early M.D.C. solos thrown in for good measure. 
The practice room recording quality is o.k., but 1 
think this material would have benefited greatly 
from a proper studio recording. In general, it’s 
raw, fast, and out of control.... always a winning 
combo in my book. (CD)

The second song started out with 
some strong choppy emo-hardcore but totally 
wimped out during certain parts with some 
singing vocal crap.

FALL TIME has 
those methodical elements of bands like KISS IT 
GOODBYE and take a more straightforward 
approach, blasting out some vicious metal laden 
hardcore that trudges along quite nicely.

13 tracks of 
intense and original metal-tinged grind that 
doesn’t fear experimentation. Any grind band 
doing something new is certainly a welcome 
change in my book. They throw in unique 
sampled sounds and a harmonica among other 
things to help mix up their brand of aggressive, 
atonal, self described “vomitcore” (mmm... 
lovely...). The closest point of comparison I can 
come up with is maybe PLUTOCRACY or NO 
LESS, although F.E. plays their cards more 
conservatively and vies for a more controlled 
approach to their chaos.

music then this record is gonna be right up your 
alley. FINAL EXIT constantly fluctuate between 
moments of semi-lucidity and total white noise. 
I'm sure they have been called the Japanese 
answer to A.C. a million times and so my saying it 
would be redundant... so I won't (even tho' they 
are). N.O.Y.F.B. churn out a noise fest probably 
even more raw and underdeveloped than their 
split with HATEBOX on Fudgeworthy Records, 
which for those who worship at the altar of 
7M.O.N. or the aforementioned A.C. is probably a 
good thing, but for my money it is flat and dull 
and has been done many times before... often 
with better results.

What we have here is a collection of songs by one 
of the greats of hardcore, period. As 
"discographies" go this is great. All the early 
material in one go; O.K., so the songs they did for 
Dischord have been omitted as they're still in 
press but aside from that you get everything up to 
1985 which arguably is when G.I. went downhill, 
depending on your musical preference (they 
rocked out so to speak). On here though you get 
the “Make an Effort’’ 7", “Boycott Stabb” LP , 
“The Fun Just Never Ends”, “Joyride” and a 
shitload ol other stuff, a large part of which on 
disc two is live but even the live recordings are 
good and hold your attention. The early years of 
G.I. are fantastic - full on fast hardcore. Sloppy, 
angry and charged with so much energy it hurts. 
This CD captures a time when HC was still fresh 
and original and these guys were adding their 
own take on things. Obviously influenced by what 
else was going on around DC at the time, but still 
had their own sound. Songs like "Hall of Fame" 
and “No Way Out" for starters are instant 
classics. However, I could maybe live without five 
versions of “Sheer Terror” as it grates after a 
couple of listens. The whole package is presented 
really nicely as well with a huge ass booklet with 
liner notes from John Stabb which add to the 
whole thing. The booklet is full of record info and 
pictures galore and gets top marks for effort and 
attention to detail. Oh, a lot of the material on 
here is also remixed/mastered and sounds great, 
and the live recordings aren’t just of one gig, 
they're from about 15 separate gigs which shows 
the effort they went to to make this release the 
best they could. Wading through so many live 
recordings must've been tough just to get one 
song. As for the second volume, I guess that 
won't qualify for inclusion in this mag and to be 
honest is probably best avoided if you ain't 
interested in melody!

whatever it is) and thought I’d end up saying "I 
loved this band but 42 tracks is too much in one 
sitting" and that's all. Well, I still think that but I 
have way more to say: If you haven’t heard this 
band, I would first buy any of the still in print 
stuff from Prank Records (which includes this 
disc) and then get on f’n’ Ebay and find the 
"Nutty Antichrist" LP - their first - and all the 


other stuff you can get. I’m not sure if ALL those 
songs made it on here, but most of ‘em did. The 
artwork and lyrics and funny shit that came with 
all of those releases is NOT represented in this 
CD, which is too bad ‘cause it’s worth looking at. 

I can’t believe I sort of forgot how crazy and good 
this music is - you know how all kinds of new shit 
is constantly coming out, some of it really good 
and some of it SEEMING really good for like one 
month until you never listen to it again and 
eventually forget about it - well IN/HUMANITY is 
of the “really good” category.

He spins 
this project off on its own trcyectory attempting to 
visit parts of the noise universe heretofore 
unknown. In fact "noise" is probably a lousy word 
to describe it. No, it isn't "music" and, yes, it 
consists of electronic "sound sculptures" but it 
isn't really "noise". "Atmospheric" is a better 
word... Airy at times, creepy on occasion, and 
tweaked almost from start to finish. Often weirder 
than a three dollar bill in the collection plate you 
get bits and pieces of lots of things here... from 
what could be sound effects on a new video game 
to what it must sound like to a person who is 
drowning and within seconds of death. My initial 
intent in writing this review was to do a track by 
track description but I gave it up when I realized 
that trying to represent in words these 15 
different creations is beyond my (painfully 
obvious) limitations as a writer. I will tell you that 
the packaging is clever, yet simple, to boot... think 
the Satan’s Pimp 7" by WHITE or the Slap A Ham

Following along the lines of the 3" MCD "Still 
Life #4", JLIAT (a.k.a. James Whitehead) has 
released another sound sculpture that is an 
exploration not of sound but of a lack of sound. 
By writing continuous values of binary code into 
a PCM sound file, JLIAT has produced an end 
result that is literally nothing more than six sub 
one second clicks followed by six 10 minute 
blocks of silence. In my mind the art in this case 
was in the creation of the piece not the outcome 
nor in the commodity that resulted (in other 
words the CD itself). In many people's minds 
having an art form with a commodity result 
cheapens the art and in my opinion the creation 
process here is to be admired not the product 
that came of it. The total combination of the six 
clicks on this disc last less than one second 
meaning there is over 59 minutes and 59 seconds 
of silence here. The silence is reflective and 
isn't truly "silent" if one considers 
environmental sound around them as part of the 
artistic piece, but for me that just isn't satisfying 
and has been explored many other times by 
many other artists more effectively. (JB)

I don’t know the story behind this release, like 
whether or not this stuff was previously 
released... sorry, I’m too lazy to dig through my 
old records to find out if these songs are on any 
old releases. All I know is this is classic 
Scandinavian hardcore. Along with bands like 
TERVEET KADET, BASTARDS, and the whole 
Propaganda Records crowd, KAAOS were one of 
the earliest Finnish punk bands. Their tunes are 
‘80s thrash speed punk rock with vocals that are 
a bit more sing-songy than most newer bands 
are used to these days, but believe me, back 
then bands of this caliber were the kings of the 
scene. Eight songs, all of ‘em are pretty long, 
too, so I feel like I’ve actually had some time to 


absorb the songs and the overall vibe of the 
band; this is what the 7” format should be used 
for.

Usually when I get to know someone from a band 
it is because I have heard and reviewed their 
music and/or they have read the zine and thus 
we get in touch. Not often do I get the chance to 
meet someone in a band, go to dinner and later 
drinks with him, talk to him for hours over the 
course of two days (never once about his music), 
go to a show with him and only hear his music a 
couple of weeks afterwards, almost as an 
afterthought. But such was the case with Greg 
from LANA DAGALES. In fact, I was almost 
reluctant to hear LANA DAGALES for the first 
time because I didn't want to hate the music and 
have to give a new friend a bad review... I need 
not have worried. This record is a barnburner. 
LANA DAGALES is only a two man project with 
Greg on bass / vocals and Etay on drums but 
these two make more noise than a tank battalion 
on maneuvers.

LAST IN LINE - Crosswalk 7" 

There are some groups out there that have 
managed to recapture the spirit of the 
legendary NEGATIVE FX. There are also some 
bands out there that have managed to 
rediscover the sound of iconic hate-core 
masters NEGATIVE APPROACH. But LAST IN 
LINE are one of only a handful of current bands 
who have been able to do both. Hell, LAST IN 
LINE sound more like NEGATIVE APPROACH 
than NEGATIVE APPROACH. They came out of 
nowhere and within the time it takes one 7" e.p. 
to play, have established themselves as the 
undisputed masters of vintage hardcore. This is 
some of the most bitter and tyrannizing music I 


have ever heard. Ever. And that includes the 
legends mentioned above. This 7" is, in every 
conceivable way, perfect. Imagine if you dare 
the raging throb of the first AGNOSTIC FRONT 
7”. Then add to it the frenzied and pummeling 
delivery of INFEST at their best. Now take all 
the hate of every metalcore band on Victory 
records and multiply it to the ‘nth degree. Now 
direct all that unbridled energy into a sound 
that at its very essence clings to the Mid West 
and East Coast sounds of 1982 and you have a 
notion of where LAST IN LINE are coming from. 
One of my favorite things about this record is 
the fact it fias all of the fire and fury of the 
contemporary fastcore and power violence 
scenes but doesn’t borrow from those sounds at 
all. If extreme hardcore is going to continue to 
be the greatest music on the planet it needs 
bands like LAST IN LINE to separate from the 
pack and forge new paths through the 
underground, even if that "new" sound is almost 
20 years old. The only possible limitation I can 
identify with this record is that L.I.L. are going 
to be hard pressed to improve upon it with their 
debut LP due out very soon.

I've never followed this band 
and so this all seems a bit stupid. The first 12" is 
on black vinyl and has a single 51 second song on 
one side and a locust picture and lyrics etched on 
the other side. The second 12" is on green wax 
and has six industrial/dance/whateverthehell 
remixes of what I assume are original LOCUST 
tunes. If 1 knew these songs in their original form 
this might (MIGHT) have been an intriguing listen 
the first time through, but since I don't know 
these songs, listening to this electro-masturbation 
was an exercise in unparalleled boredom. A total 
waste of my time. This record is worthless outside 
of its collector dork appeal. (JB)

According to the bio sheet, Spain’s FRANCISCO 
LOPEZ is known for his explorations into “silent” 
soundscapes but this release is a departure from 
his usual aural forays. This release is a mixture of 
silence and sound collage. The disc starts out in 
deafening silence and the actual sounds creep up 
during the first five minutes or so through second- 
long, seemingly random blasts. The blasts jump out 
of the silence with more frequency over the next 
few minutes eventually exploding into a half hour 
long cacophony that basically sounds like sampled 
parts from metal and grindcore bands that are 
overlapped. Sometimes the multiple grind loops 
are distinguishable, sometimes they are buried 
under the weight of their own collective noise. It’s 
an interesting concept, but unfortunately works 
better as a concept rather than a listenable CD. 
The silence-to-immediate-noise trade off is okay 
and the purpose of their juxtaposition is easily 
understood, but the actual noise part lacks a 
strong sense of innovation or even time put into 
creating it. It sounds like any random sampling of 
death metal CDs I get every week if they were all 
played at the same time. If you had never heard 
grindcore or extreme metal in your life, you might 
be blown away by this and think it’s 
groundbreaking, but for all readers of this 
magazine, I think it would merely prove to be a 
tedious listen. I have a great respect for the Alien8 
label, but I’m underwhelmed by this one. (CD)

Lyrics basically confirm that 
this album is the ultimate soundtrack to 
agony and desperation.

MY MINDS 
MINE is often described as having a NAPALM 
DEATH touch but I think on these seven gems 
they threw in less metal than on previous 
output. Nothing than full throttle grind that will 
floor you. Most songs stick to the high pitch 
screaming, which I love. The song “Fuck Off’ 
will probably end high in the ranking of shortest 
songs written ever. On to the other side... 
UNHOLY GRAVE did some serious breeding.

For those not 
privy to the greatness of NONE OF THE ABOVE, 
in a nutshell, they crank out hyper-catchy thrash 
and punk rock with Reagan-era protest lyrics and 
tunes that are powerful and blistering, especially 
in retrospect.

OPPROBRIUM - Discerning Forces CD 

Remember when “death metal” didn’t mean 
cheezy keyboards that were supposed to sound 
scary? And remember when it and had nothing to 
do with wearing fake pointy ears and witch 
noses? Well, OPPROBRIUM does. In fact, the 
guys in this band are O.G.s of the late ‘80s / early 
‘90s thrash-metal scene. They used to be called 
INCUBUS but they recently changed their name 
due to a Top 40 band using the same moniker (I 
hope these guys at least got some decent $$$ 
from the other band’s label for the name). The 
name is different but the sound is the same. This 
album literally sounds like an unreleased death 
metal album from 1990. They play fast but don’t 
go for blast beats. The vocals are shouted but not 
with the toilet-bowl, Cookie Monster style all the 
bands use now. It’s refreshing to hear something 
that stays true to the “classic” sound. No one 
goes that route anymore, so rather than sounding 
dated, OPPROBRIUM brings back good memories 
with their typhoon of guitar noodling and 
technical song-smithery. I’d be lying if I said I 
didn’t get bored towards the end, but overall it’s 
a good listen. The new name is both impossible 
to say and remember, but if you’re looking for 
this CD, just look for their mascot; it’s the same 
one from the INCUBUS covers: a hooded ghoul 
with glowing red eyes. Kinda like IRON MAIDEN 
having Eddie on every cover. (CD)

This is the debut EP from a new sXe HC 
fivesome from San Diego. These guys used to be 
in bands like BUILT TO LAST, FOUR WALLS

doesn’t mean anything to me. There’s seven 
tunes here, two are covers... FAITH (good and 
catchy) and SEX PISTOLS (bad, especially the 
mock Johnny Rotten vox); the other five are sXe 
anthems that are reminiscent of the ‘87 youth 
crew sound. The lyrics are either in the “fuck 
you for stabbing me in the back” vein or in the 
“true til death” camp. The production is spot-on. 
The songs are constructed in the tried and true 
youth crew formulas. I’ve heard it a million 
times before, but at least these guys do it well 
and do it with enthusiasm. I would have 
preferred to listen to a strong full-length album 
(I’m sure they’ve got it in ‘em) instead of an EP 
with only five original songs. By the time you 
finish looking at the thanks list, this CD is over. 
A good start nonetheless and if I had to choose 
between this and the ‘90s metal version of sXe, I 
would choose this in an instant.

This CD had been out only a short while when 
the buzz about it reached me from a several 
different sources. Word was it is a grindcore 
maelstrom of inconceivable violence and force... 

Completely over the 
top velocity fueled by maniacal and unrestrained 
brutality. You think you've heard fast? This 
sucker blazes right through your brain at light 
speed.

You think I 
am exaggerating? I fiat out dare you to buy this 
CD and not get floored by it. What may be the 
icing on the cake is that PARADE OF THE 
LIFELESS had the guts to provide counterpoise 
to the melange of skull cracking grind with 
multiple melodic interludes of acoustic calm and 
improvisational jazz resulting in a complex and 
divergent sound that is substantially deeper and 
more elaborate than almost all their peers. 
PARADE OF THE LIFELESS must be the

Most of you probably know the deal with PIG 
DESTROYER by now. AGORAPHOBIC

blasting, guitar-heavy (not having a bass player 
might have a bit to do with that, eh?) assaults 
that sound not unlike the members other bands, 
past and present.

Their 
STOOGES cover is probably more fun for them to 
do than for me to listen to. GNOB has a few 
releases under their collective belt as well, but 
they’re less well-known than the trio they’re 
sharing this disc with.

The 
compositions are tight but the recording is loose; 
merely a comment, not a criticism. The overall 
feel that this band gives me is like SCHLONG 
with blast beats. GNOB seems to share that same 
SCHLONG songwriting sensibility that mixes 
musical prowess with absurd humor. Good tunes.

The big surprise 
here is that in addition to the usual NOFX- 
sounding tunes, there are actually a few 
screamed, straight forward thrash numbers here. 
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I think the bassist from SWALLOWING SHIT 
might be on board now so that would explain it, I 
reckon. Otherwise, nothing else surprising or 
new here. Good tunes with attitude to spare. 
There’s also CD-Rom tracks with “multimedia 
presentations” by underground political notables 
that will surely appeal to non-bathing, 
pseudointellectual, radical college students who 
comprise most of their audience. It sounds like 
I’m ripping on ‘em, but I’m not: Actually, unlike 
most jock-rock melodic punk bands, I’m glad 
PROPAGANDHI uses their music to say 
something intelligent while not losing their sense 
of humor along the way. (CD)

I’ve never heard of this band ‘til now but I wish 
I’d heard ‘em earlier. This Swedish outfit is the 
epitome of what political hardcore should be. 
This album comes with a thick booklet with in- 
depth lyrics, graphics, explanations, and 
opinions. Instead of spouting the usual 
simplistic reactionary bullshit that most bands 
of this genre suffer from, PROTESTERA actually 
presents well thought out arguments on the 
topics they address. Admittedly, the topics 
aren’t new (the environment, anti-homophobia, 
direct action, etc.), but it’s refreshing to know 
there’s some intelligence behind the anger. 
Musically, this is solid hardcore and punk with 
male / female vocal trade offs; catchy and 
anthemic, not unlike ANTISCHISM. Well worth 
it. If crusties don’t flip over this, then they 
might as well all just burn their patch 
collections and get corporate jobs. (CD)

This album is so cool I'm not even sure where to 
begin... I guess at the beginning... 17 years ago 
R.D.P. released their first album "Crucificados 
Pelo Sistema". It was recorded all in one day and 
may have been the first hardcore record ever to 
come out of South America. It was a good record 
but limited by the band's inexperience and the 
recording technology available to them. Ten 
albums, an almost complete turnover in band 
personnel, and practically two decades later the 
band still saw it as one of their defining 
achievements. So they decided to re-record it 
with modern technology and their more brutal 
contemporary sound. "Sistemados Pelo Crucifa" is 
the result. Yep, a soon to be quintessential 
interpretation of an already established classic. If 
you only know R.D.P. from their metal crossover 
days, you don't have a clue what they sound like 
now, or for that matter what they sounded like in 
1983. They are a heavy and venomous hardcore 
powerhouse. Fast, brutal and raw best describe 
their sound. They have every bit of the passion 
and force of the current crop of power violence 
acts... as is made abundantly evident on this CD. 
The icing on this particular hardcore cake, 
however, is the fact that as a bonus track at the 
end of the CD is the original album in its entirety! 
TWo masterpieces for the price of one and more 
hardcore than should be legal or can possibly be 
safe. Gotta love that. (JB)

The shouted vocals are good, but 
the attempts at “singing" are staggeringly sour 
and are a huge distraction on what is an 
otherwise solid album.

The vocals are a mix of 
harsh screams and deep crusty growls. The 
production is top notch and just oozes power and 
destruction.

A total no¬ 
compromise, eye-for-an-eye attitude is brought 
out here. Think of the lyrics of EARTH CRISIS 
and the picture will become very clear.

There is nothing quite so frustrating as giving a 
bad review to a band like RUPTURE because 
every negative aspect of this band (and there are 
many of them) is an intentional part of the 
band's persona. As I write my complaints people 
are apt to dismiss what I have to say by simply 
thinking that I am one of those closed minded 
fools who is easily offended. I guess I can't really 
fight that perception (although it is totally false) 
any more than 1 can help the fact I simply must 
write a negative review here.

Yep, it’s the return of the multi-bass driven, 
bombastic attack from The Great White North. 
This disc was recorded in January ‘99 live on the 
radio at one of the best stations in Cali. The 
sound quality is excellent and the tunes are 
devastating. If you aren’t familiar, the SEIZED 
sound is comprised of two dueling, down-tuned 
bass guitars, pounding drums, and possessed 
vox. Comparisons to M.I.T.B. are inevitable and 
there is definitely a huge influence noticeable in 
the playing style, but SEIZED dwells more out 
into the neanderthal land of pure brute force 
through music. The SEIZED torch is being 
passed on and can be heard thru newer bands 
like TUSKS OF BLOOD. Spot-on material here, 
including an AUTOPSY cover song, that’s catchy 
and memorable and more than capable of 
blowing out your speakers if you’re not careful.

SHANK hail from an island in the Atlantic and 
UNHOLY GRAVE hail from an island in the 
Pacific which isn't really noteworthy except for 
the fact that it is surprising that the sonic 
ferocity of these two bands hasn't set off some 
sort of tectonic catastrophe that sinks their 
respective homelands into the sea.

Extreme hardcore is a lot of things, most of 
which I love, but one thing it generally is not is 
distinctive. You could take most of the bands 
out there and interchange them with other 
bands and hardly anyone would notice. This 
isn't all bad, mind you. Capitalist Jeff didn't 
coin the term "generic thrash" as a totally 
derogatory term, more like a statement of fact. 
So when a band like SHIKABANE comes along 
with their slightly divergent combination of 
sounds, it catches my attention. Onto a 
framework of grinding thrash discordance and 
mayhem they weld two embellishments you 
don't always find. The first is melody. Buried 
under their wall of noise is an oddball sense of 
melody... almost jazzy sometimes, albeit jazz 
being run through a blender on puree. The 
second element is complexity. Although 
SHIKABANE are coming from a completely 
different direction the best comparison I can 
make is the wondrously thick and heavy 
musical weavings of DILLINGER ESCAPE 
PLAN. There is simply more depth to this music 
than your average grind/thrash/fastcore/power 
violence band. This is the vinyl release of the 
MCD on MCR Records but I don't know how 
readily available either of these will be in the 
U.S. so stateside fans need to start hunting. Our 
European and Japanese readers need to go out 
and get this right now!

I was beginning to doubt that this record even 
really existed let alone that it was ever going to 
be released. Almost two years after the fact, it is 
finally beginning to trickle out to the masses. 
Apparently the delays in the release were due to 
difficulties in getting the nifty die-cut cover 
made. In fact, the copy I hold in my hand is sans 
that cover and is instead a limited edition 
alternative cover produced for sale at the 
Hellfest in New York. Titled "Highway To 
Hellfest" this already collectible goody features a 
spoof of the cover art on AC/DC's "Highway To 
Hell" album. Musically this record was hailed as 
an oddball pairing of bands from the day it was 
announced. Noo Yawk mainstays 25 TA LIFE play 
a metal infused take on NYHC and are always five 
steps ahead of the pack when it comes to flat out 
heaviness. Best of all they do it without 
sacrificing one iota of HC credibility (a la PRO¬ 
PAIN) or caving in to any trend (a la more NYHC 
bands than you can count in a week of counting). 

I have very little other product by 25 TA LIFE but 
I love everything I have heard and this is no 
exception. Death metal bands the world over 
only wish they could be this heavy! And speaking 
of heavy... On the SPAZZ side of the record we 
are treated to four of the heaviest tunes the band 
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has ever done. Recorded at the same time as 
their track on the "Short Music" compilation the 
band is captured here in a transition phase. 
They are obviously moving towards the more 
direct and flat out thrashing sound they 
perfected on "Crush Kill Destroy" but they still 
have plenty of the meatier and more metal 
influenced feel that defined them about three 
years ago. The raw and in-your-face production 
adds to the bone powdering crunch of the record 
as does the mediocre mastering of the vinyl. I've 
heard the final mix of these tunes before being 
mastered to vinyl and they are much cleaner 
sounding. As odd as it sounds I think I prefer the 
slightly muddy sound here. It gooses the low end 
quite a bit and makes for an uglier vibe... which 
is a good thing. The end result of this 
transitional sound is that the songs are faster 
than greased lightning yet more pulverizing than 
a steamroller at an egg farm (an analogy that is 
so bad it is good, eh?). This split is destined to 
be included with splits like the TOAST split and 
the BAJ split as a fan favorite. (JB)

Their tortured and 
twisted musical mutations are as violent as they 
are heavy. Their low end rumbles have been 
known to jeopardize the seismic stability of any 
area they play. On "Low Cycle," their third full 
length CD (counting a remix album), they have 
trimmed some of the warts and blemishes off 
their sound, which initially sent up a red flag 
with me. However, with repeated listens I 
realized they did it as a way to make their music 
more direct, more driving and more bleak. I 
also suspect that having Alex Newport 
producing played a role in the slightly more 
pointed sound. One of the things that I like best 
about 3D HOUSE OF BEEF is that they just 
don't seem to fit into anyone's comfortable little 
mold. Like EHG, GRIEF, BURNING WITCH and 
NOOTHGRUSH, they are almost too heavy and 
metallic for the hardcore kidz to fully 
appreciate. They are also too non conformist 
and too individualistic for the clone loving doom 
metal masses. Their quirky use of industrial 
embellishments and their professional 
demeanor even sets them apart from the norm 
in the sludge scene. The band seems 
determined to carve their own niche and define 
their own parameters, which in the long run, 
should prove a wise move. (JB)

In fact, I really like this, but I 
think they could have benefited from mixing up 
the formula a bit here & there for variety. But if 
you’re in the market for something that’ll peel 
the paint off your stereo, this album is a 
guaranteed hi-speed thrash Fix.

The term "bandana thrash" championed by 
WHAT HAPPENS NEXT? may have been a joke 
but the band certainly isn't! By rejecting most of 
the thrash trappings of the last decade, W.H.N.? 
are nonetheless a thrash band for the future. On 
this CD the band have been digging around in 
the graveyard, and after a bit of grave robbery, 
have reanimated the corpse of ‘80s speedcore - 
skatecore-crossover and turned it into a 
contemporary monster. Sometimes I get the 
impression that people think that because 
W.H.N.? doesn't sound like a power-violence- 
come-lately band that they are somehow less 
intense and brain numbing than their peers. 
What's up with that? What a total crock. W.H.N.? 
are going straight for the throat with their 
mixture of blender guitars and pounding rhythms 
and they definitely draw blood. The vocals are 
classic hatecore flavored (a style that has never 
lacked severity) and are the perfect compliment 
for the personal and political tirades of the lyrics. 
As an added bonus there is an entire W.H.N.? CD- 
ROM live set recorded when the band kicked the 
entire city of Chicago right in the face. Totally 
raging! I have got to see these guys live! Their 
worship of Japanese hardcore obviously carries 
over to their live gig where they totally come 
unglued in the vintage Nippon style.

Speaking of covers, Sweden’s WITHIN REACH 
pulls off a well done version of the GERMS 
“Lexicon Devil". They did a good job of 
integrating this punk classic to fit their own 
hardcore sound. WITHIN REACH drop-kicks 
two other tracks that are full of basic HC 
energy and spunk. A really good pairing here 
as both bands compliment each others sounds 
rather than detracting from them.

This is roughly produced, experimental Extreme 
hardcore consisting of only bass, drums and 
sometimes vocals. The CD starts off a bit spotty 
and unimpressive but after a few tracks either 
the band hits their groove or I finally was able 
to catch on to what they were trying to do. It is 
only a guess but l would wager that the songs 
are on the CD in the order in which they were 
written and recorded and that the recording 


took place over a long period of time since the 
songs seem to get better developed and more 
experimental as the disc goes on. There are 
some pretty heavy MITB influences happening 
but the bass work is far more complex (this 
John guy is a virtuoso in the truest sense of the 
word) and overall everything is a lot faster than 
MITB was generally known for. Like MITB there 
are some pretty straightforward hardcore 
tunes, some noise tunes and some flat out 
bizarre stuff. Although the band would have 
benefited greatly from better production, this is 
still something that is going to appeal to open 
minded fans of the extreme. The black on 
black, embossed packaging, by the way, is 
unique and very impressive.

Unfortunately 
that was years ago and, for me at least, doesn’t 
hold up to the test of time. Also, I think that 
YAGE is a bit more midtempo and, for lack of 
better words, lacking some of the energy that I 
remember from bands that used to sound like 
this (seems like all those bands quit and 
started new bands that sound like CHARLES 
BRONSON or HIS HERO IS GONE... which is 
why I’m surprised to see this record). So, in 
summary, I didn’t really like YAGE much at all. 
ENGRAVE are faster, metallic, pretty technical 
hardcore (with some quieter, buildup parts that 
could easily be construed as emo). In a 
nutshell, ENGRAVE sounds like a combo of 
some of the more straight-forward metalcore 
out there with the 1st GRADE LP, which I love. 
Good stuff - sounds like it could have come out 
a couple years ago, but good.

V/A - Critical Pedagogy: A Compilation 
of Teachers in Punk Bands LP 

Athena of THE DREAD and co-head honcho at 
Six Weeks Records doesn't pay her bills thanks 
to her supreme mastery of hardcore punk music 
but thanks to her mastery of the English 
language. She is a teacher, which may not 
sound like much to some, but from my 
perspective is just about the most noble and 
demanding profession a person can have. 
Especially a person like Athena who is 
determined to teach a love of learning and the 
essential life skill of critical thinking to her 
students. It is very difficult to be a real 
educator in a society that offers reward for 
having a simplistic ideology, encourages 
dumbed-down thinking and expects drone like 
compliance with concepts and images puked 
out of television/computer screens. To teach 
people who don't want to do anything they 
perceive as "hard" is a an indescribable 
challenge that you have to live through to 
appreciate. To foster learning in a social 
climate that demands the "right" to "be 
entertained" is, to be blunt, maddening. So my 
hat is off to Athena. Oh yeah... there was going 
to be a review here somewhere... This 
compilation represents two years of work on 
Athena's part to collect tracks from punk bands 
that feature teachers. Not just any punk bands 
either, mind you. Not safe and radio friendly 
punk bands... Not cute and cuddly pop-punk 
bands... No! This comp features loud, fast, 
intense, radical, aggressive and vicious bands. 
Bands whose style and delivery is, in and of 
itself, a challenge to societal conformity. Bands 
like whirlwind grindcore wackos ABSTAIN, full 
throttle speedsters SEEIN' RED, legendary 
punk mavericks M.D.C., and the completely 
underrated THE DREAD (naturally). All in all 
seventeen bands kicking out seventeen tracks 
of blistering anti-music. This CD isn’t a 
gimmick and it certainly doesn't jeopardize the 
overall quality of the disc in an awkward 
stretch to stay on topic as many theme 
compilations do.

It was inevitable that hardcore music, especially 
posi-core, would come full circle and a new wave 
of ferocious bands would literally recreate the 
underground in their own image, one that 
rejects the jaded and self righteous ranting 
common amongst the generation that came just 
before them. Ironically their move into the 
future is accommodated in large part by 
reaching into the past. This compilation is a 
collection of the bands playing a role in this 
resurgence of hardcore and posi-core. These are 
bands whose sound is fresh and furious. They 
reject the intolerance and closed mindedness of 
the hate-edge that almost destroyed the posi- 
core movement. They don't do this by 
deconstructing that scene but by building up an 
alternate one... a scene full of the cooperation 
and passion that marked hardcore "back in the 
day". Many of them even pay homage to days 
gone by with sounds heavily influenced by the 
sXe scene of more than a decade ago. What you 
aren't going to find here, and I for one find it to 
be a breath of fresh air, is songs about how "my 
crew is going to take a lead pipe to your crew 
unless you finally see the light and admit that I 
am always right about everything and you 
shouldn't think for yourself because I will tell 
you what to think" which was basically the 
message of almost an entire generation of 
dimwit hardliners and their gang mentality.

Volume 2 CD 

Volume one in this compilation series was a four 7" 
box set featuring eight of the most extreme 
American and Japanese hardcore bands in a duel 
to the death. Volume 2 differs in a couple of 
superficial ways... specifically that it is a CD and 
that the bands featured here hail from four 
different continents... but in the most important 
way, musically, this is the perfect follow up. Seven 
crazed thrash bands, each with their own 
distinctive take on extreme hardcore, race through 
24 blasts of hardcore rage. KRIGSHOT fire off four 
rapid fire rounds of pure thrash and are the best of 
the best on here. RUIDO let loose three ditties 
that encapsulate their heavy, raw and classic punk 
stylings which are played at hurricane velocity. 
UNCURBED give us four kicks to the head in their 
prototypical Scandinavian style... I don't know that 
hardcore gets much thicker than this. MK ULTRA 
are a musical metaphor for chaos and their four 
tunes are probably the most frantic on the disc and 
are right behind KRIGSHOT in the "appeals to Jeb" 
rankings. MUKEKA DI RATO race through a trio of 
cuts with a vintage thrash sound. When playing 
live you can just tell this band works the kids into a 
frenzy of mic sharing and sing-alongs. 9 SHOCKS 
TERROR dish out a brace of songs that at first 
listen might seem more generic than the other 
bands on here, but once I realized how different 
the two songs sounded from each other I was more 
impressed. It is hard to call something "generic" 
and "diverse" at the same time. SCALPLOCK take 
perfect aim with their OPSTAND meets 
HELLNATION one-two combination. If this band 
doesn't make you think, I daresay you are missing 
much of the point. REAL REGGAE are the first 
band on the disc and although they seem to be the 
odd band out insofar as they give us only one 54 
second song. They are also the only band to be held 
over from Volume 1 and their straight forward 
thrashing is the perfect introduction to what
